GUITEAU’S FATE DECIDED 


THE CABINET’S VERDIOT TO BE 
* ANNOUNCED TO-DAY. 

A SPECIAL MEETING HELD TO CONSIDER THE 
PETITIONS FOR A RESPITE—THE AT- 
TORNEY-GENERAL READS AN OPINION— 
A BELIEF THAT NO REPRIEVE WILL BE 
GRANTED. 7 

‘Wasninaton, June 23.—Some time dur- 
fog to-morrow it is altogether probable that 
the various applications tothe President to 
secure a respite for Guiteau, in order that he 
may be examined as to his sanity, will be de- 
nied, and that an opinion by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Brewster will be the basis of the denial. 

The President has devoted his time to-day 

to Guiteau, and according to all ac- 

counts it has been a distressing day to 

him, Early in the morning Mr. Charlies H, 

Reed, Guiteau’s counsel, called upon Mr. Phil- 

lips, the President’s private secretary, to seek 

an interview with the President on behalf of 
his client, and was put off till afternoon. Then 

a Cabinet meeting at noon took up the case 

and considered the proposition to grant a re- 

spite, in order that the experts might make an 
examination into a question which most per- 
sons have regarded as already passed upon 
by a jury after abundant evidence. Mr, 

Reed saw the President during the afternoon 

and made an appeal for Guiteau. It will not 

surprise those who know the sensibility of the 

President, to learn that he was a good deal 

moved by the appeal, although in his pity for 

the murderer he did not so far let mercy get 


the better of justice as to do more than prom- 
ise that the plea for Guiteau should receive 
consideration. 

A Cabinet meeting had been called for 6 
o'clock te dispose of the subject, no decision 
having been reached at the noon meeting. It 
is said that to one or two members of the Cab- 
inet the President made suggestions that 
evinced a slightdisposition on his part to grant 
a short respite. The opinions of the majority 
of the Cabinet, however, are represented as 
having been opposed to any interference 
with the judgment of the courts. The 
Attorney-General, it is said, emphatically ex- 
pressed his opposition to a respite. This opin- 
ion does not appear to have been shaken by 
the arguments of tbe experts presented to him 
during the afternoon, for it seems that before 
the Cabinet meeting at 6 o’clock he wrote an 
opinion giving his reasons for opposing a re- 
spite, and that when he met the President and 
the Cabinet at the White House in the evening 
he read his opinion and urged the wisdom of 
adopting it as the decision of the Executive. 

The meeting of the Cabinet did not break 
up until nearly 7:30 o’clock. After it was 
over the President, always inaccessible in the 
evening unless by previous appointment, could 
not be approached, for the White House em- 
ployes will not even take in a card after 5 
o’clock, Members of the Cabinet who were 
asked whether any decision had been reached 
said that the Cabinet separated with the prom- 
ise to the President that nothing should be 
said as to what was done or _ deter- 
mined to he done. It is understood, 
however, that the opposition to granting a 
respite was so strong that the opinion of the 
Attorney-General was approved and all the 
papers turned over to him, with the request 
that he should prepare an announcement for 
promulgation to-morrow. The experts did 
not very confidently expect avery favorable 
answer to their appeals, and Dr. Beard, who 
left early in the evening for New-York, not 
knowing positively the President’s decision, 
was disposed to expect an unfavorable an- 
nouncement to-morrow.

WASHINGTON, June 23.—A special meeting 
of the Cabinet was held at 6 o’clock this even- 
ing, at which Attorney-General Brewster sub- 
mitted his opinion upon the petition for 
a reprieve for Guiteau. After a con- 
ference lasting an hour and a quarter 
a decision was reached, and the Attorney- 
General was instructed to reduce the same to 
writing preparatory to its public announce- 
ment. It was decided not to make public the 
purport of the decision in advance of the form- 


al announcement through the Attorney- 
General, which will be made _ to-mor- 
row, Every member of the Cabinet 
was visited this evening, but all declined 
to intimate what the decision will be. 
All sorts of rumors were current during the 
evening, some to the effect that the Cabinet 
bad unanimously advised against any exercise 
of Executive clemency. Another rumor at- 
tributed to Judge Gray, of the Supreme Court, 
an opinion that Guiteau was insane, which 
opinion had influenced the Cabinet to advise 
R reprieve, and still another, which was 
accepted by many anxious searchers for the 
truth, was to the effect that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral had submitted an opinion adverse to Gui- 
teau, but that the Cabinet decided against it 
and advised a reprieve for two weeks to allow 
time for a commission of disinterested experts 
to pass upon the mental condition of Guiteau. 
Whatever was the decision arrived at by the 
Cabinet, itis safe to say that the secret has 
been kept inviolate, and no one outside of the 
President and his advisers knows what that de- 
vision is. Mr. Reed (Guiteau’s counsel) used 
every endeavor to learn the decision, but with- 
put avail. At midnight he said that the 
only grain of comfort he bai received was 
from a member of the Cabinet, who said to 
him, **I cannot tell you whether the decision 
is for or against you. Ican only say, ‘ while 
there is life there is hope.’” Mr. Reed had a 
long interview with the President to-day, 
in the course of which he said that he 
did not ask for pardon or commutation 
of sentence, but merely a change of date for 
the execution, to enable him to obtain a final 
decision from the Supreme Court upon a 
motion which he submitted to-day. It is said 
that the President has been deeply moved, 
and has expressed great anxiety to do 
what is right in this matter. The 
fact that he left the city this evening 
upon a pleasure trip, and his cheerful de- 
meanor just prior to his departure lead to the 
belief that in his decision, whatever it may be, 
he has received the unqualified support of his 
Cabinet advisers, Although it is impossible 
to put forward other then conjecture this 
evening, it is generally believed that a short 
reprieve will be granted Guiteau, to allow 
time for a commission of disinterested experts 
to pass upon his mental condition. 

Re a late hour to-night Mr. Reed telegraphed 
to President Arthur: ‘‘In the name of justice 
and humanity, if your decision is adverse to 
my client, do not permit it to be promulgated 
until I can have a hearing before the Cabinet.” 
Mr. Reed will expect an answer to this dis- 
patch early to-morrow morning. He statedin 
response to an inquiry that he felt quite san- 
guine a reprieve would be granted, but could 
not excuse himself if he should fail to take 
every precaution or exhaust every recourse. 

The Fost entertains an opinion differing from 
that held by a majority of those who have 











been seeking for information in regard 
to this evening’s Cabinet session. It 
will to-morrow state as a fact, defi- 


nitely ascertained, that the Cabinet at its 
special meeting this evening advised the Pres- 
ident against interfering with tbe sentence of 
Guiteau, the conclusion reached being that the 
issue of insanity had been as carefully investi- 
gated at the trial as would be possible even’ at 
this date. 


THE RIVER AND HARBOR JOB. 

WASHINGTON, June 238.—The River and 
Harbor bill is in the hands of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Commerce, and amendments have 
already been proposed by Senators amounting 
to $2,500,000. Members of the House who did 
not get all they wanted are now begging for 
more, and Senators are laboring to make up 


seeming deficiency in their several 
States. The bill will not be reported until 
week after next. An attempt will be made to 
add to the bill an appropriation of $2,500,000 
for reclaiming the Potomac flats. The bill, as 
passed by the Howse, appropriates about 
€17.400,000. Unfortunately for the success of 
the proposition to reclaim the flats, the work 
to be done lies in no representative district 
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THE BANKRUPTCY BILLS, 
SENATOR HOAR ADVOCATES THE LOWELL 
PLAN AND IS ANSWERED BY SENATOR 
INGALLS. 

WasuinaTon, June 23.—About half an 
hour of to-day’s session of the Senate was occu- 
pied by Mr. Hoar in discussing the compara- 
tive merits of the Lowell and equity systems 
of bankruptcy law. The bill before the Senate 
was that of Mr. Ingalls to establish a uniform 
system of bankruptcy throughout the United 
States, and is known as the equity system, 
Mr. Hoar offered as a substitute a bill embody- 
ing the Lowell system. He spoke at length of 


the need of a good system, and claimed for 
the bill urged by him that it would be a bet- 
ter one for the country in many respects; it 
was more complete, the details were more per- 
fectly set forth, and would be generally more 
eo any other system proposed. 
In reply, Mr. Ingalls declared that Mr. Hoar 
was one of that class described by Macaulay 
who “preferred te perish by precedent rather 
than be saved by innovation.” He main- 
tained that the Lowell system, wher- 
ever tried, had been followed by _ hav- 
ec. Both in England and in the United 
States estates had been swallowed up by it, 
and to-day a commission in Kngland were en- 
deavoring to remove from it all resemblance 
to the substitute now offered by Mr. Hoar. He 
promised to reply fully to Mr. Hoar next 
week, The Sénate received notice from the 
House of the death of Congressman Allen, and 
laid aside business to allow Mr. Cockrell, Mr. 
Dawes, and Mr, Vest to pay graceful tributes 
to his memory. 


THE UNFINISHED MONITORS. 
AN APPROPRIATION OF $1,000,000 wuicH 

I8 SURE TO CAUSE DISSATISFACTION. 
WASHINGTON, June 23.—The Naval Ap- 
propriation bill as reported gives to the Bu- 
reau of Steam Engineering $1,000,000, to be 
used in building and fitting the turrets and 
pilot-house of the iron-clad Miantonomeh, in 
launching to the best advantage the four other 
uncompleted monitors, and in completing the 


engines and machinery of two of them. The 
work upon the Miantonomah. specified 
in the bill, will cost about $275,000. 
Before the four uncompleted monitors can be 
launched shafts must be put in and other work 
done which will cost about $800,000. There 
will remain about $425,000 available for com- 
pleting the engines and machinery of two of 
the four, This will be sufficient for any two 
ef them according to the estimates fur- 
nished by the department. The Puritan 
Yies in Koach’s yard at Chester, Penn.; 
the Amphitrite im the yard ot MHar- 
lan & Hollingsworth at Wilmington, 
Del.; the Terror, in the yard of Cramp & 
Sons, at Philadelphia, and the Monadnock, in 
Phineas Bargess’s yard, at Vallejo, Cal. Two 
of these must be selected, if the bill should pass 
in its present form, and the two unlucky con- 
tractors whose vessels are not chosen will, in 
that case, be dissatisfied. It is said that the 
department does not wish to be com- 
pelled to make the choice. If the bill 
should pass the House in its present 
form, an attempt will be made in the Senate 
to strike out the provision limiting expendi- 
ture to two, and probably to extend the ap- 
propriation so as to include the whole four. 
It is expected that this part of the bill will 
meet with determined opposition in the House, 
and that the management of the Navy Depart- 
ment, while Mr. Robeson was Secretary, will 
be severely criticised, 











STONEMAN FOR GOVERNOR.

CHOICE OF THE CALIFORNIA DEMOCRATS— 
FOURTEEN BALLOTS—AN UNFORTUNATE 
SPEECH. 

San Jose, Cal., June 23.—In the Demo- 
cratic State Convention this afternoon, on the 
fourteenth ballot, Gen. George Stoneman, of 
Los Angeles, one of the present Railroad Com- 
missioners of the State, was nominated for 
Governor. His principal opponents were 
George Hearst, James A. Johnson, C. W. Tay 
lor, C. P. Berry, and Lawrence Archer. This 
nomination would be regarded as a strong 
one but for the unfortunate speech made upon 
the announcement of the result. He gloried 
in his victory over his opponents, intimated 
that they were brought forward by the rail- 
road corporation to defeat him, and generally 
disgusted all who heard him, following, as he 
did, his principal opponents, who spoke most 
kindly of him and gracefully accepted their 
defeat. His speech is regarded by his best 
friends as most unfortunate. 

The ballots to-day were as follows: Eighth 
ballot—Hearst, 159; Stoneman, 132; Taylor, 
84; Johnson, 54; Berry, 25. Ninth ballot— 
Hearst, 166; Stoneman, 133; Taylor, 91: John- 
son, 44; Berry, 19. Tenth ballot—Hearst, 169; 
Stoneman, 147; Johnson, 32: Berry, 11; Tay- 
lor, 93; B. D. Murphy, 2, Eleventh balluot— 


Hearst, 170; Stoneman, 166; Johnson, 23; 
Berry, 1; Taylor, 92; Archer, 1. Twelfth bal- 
lot—Hearst, 174; Stoneman, 189; Taylor, 75; 


Johnson, 13. Thirteenth ballot—Hearst, 170; 
Stoneman, 204; Johnson, 16; Taylor, 65. 
Fourteenth ballot—Stoneman, 243; Hearst, 
170; Taylor, 52; Johnson, 1,*giving Stoneman 
a majority of 40.

ANDOVER, Ohio, June 22. 

I read with interest the interview in the Herald 
with Senator Sherman about his entrance into 
public life when both of us were elected Secreta- 
ries of the Whig National Convention of 1852, at 
the request of the Obio and Indiana delegations. 
The reporter has stated the fact correctly, for both 
of us have often spoken to friends of this co- 
incidence, but the interview does not bring 
out all the details. We were each chosen as 
Secretary, it should be added, on the ground 
that, being enthusiastic Whigs, we could never 
hope to be elected from our Democratic districts 
and yet two years afterward each of us was elected 
to Congress from those very districts, and shook 
hands again when we met at Washington City as 
we had on the Convention platform. Nor did the 
coincidences as to offices end there. Both of us 
were afterward candidates for Speaker, and both 
of us shook hands together again on the floor of 
the United States Senate in 1869.

BRADY’S OFFICIAL FRAUDS 


THE QUESTION OF HIS RESPONSI- 
BILITY DECIDED. 

8 W. DORSEY’S OPERATIONS WHILE STILL A 
SENATOR—EXPEDITION ON A FRAUDU- 
LENT STATEMENT FOR WHICH JUDGH 
WYLIE HOLDS BRADY RESPONSIBLE, 

WASHINGTON, June 28.—Jn the star route 
trial to-day, the remainder of the documentary 
evidence relating to the route from Ojo Cali- 
ente to Parrott City, was put in, and the ex- 
amination of the sub-contractor, Anthony 

Joseph, was begun. The first sub-contractor 

was J. H, Watts, and he failed. Joseph began 

work on the route on Jan, 1, 1879, six months 
aiter the beginning of the contract term, and 
threw up his contract on Aug, 25, 1879, The 
running time was reduced to 50 hours on 





May 12, 1879, and at the same time the: 


number of trips was increased to three 
a week, These changes raised the pay from 
$1,639 per annum to $13,413, The examina- 
tion concerning this route has thus far been 
directed to three points—the evidence that the 
several defendants were interested in the ser- 
vice, the fraudulent nature of the sworn state- 
ment which governed the pay for expedition, 
and the impossibility of carrying tbe mails 
through in 50 hours. In support of the first 
point it has been shown that Joseph received 
his pay on his first quarter from John W. 
Dorsey; that he made a sub-contract with 
John W. Dorsey and M. C. Reraell; that 


Miner wrote to him about the service on 
behalf of John W. Dorsey, and that Stephen 
W. Dorsey wrote to him several times about 
it and paid him for his last quarter. Among 
the letters was one from Stephen W. Dorse 
inclosing a form of petition and asking Josep 
to get signatures for increase of service. The 
sworn statement of John W. Dorsey concern- 
ing expedition was as follows: 

Wasuineron, D. C., April 23, 1879. 
The Hon. Thomas J. Brady, second Ass.stant Post- 

master-General ; 

Sir: The number of men and animals necessary 
to carry the mailon route No. 38,145, on the pres- 
ent schedule and three trips a week, is 5 men and 
15 animals. The number necessary on a schedule 
of 50 bours, three times a week, is 12 men and 42 
animals. JOHN W. DORSEY, 

This was sworn toon April 26 before a no- 
tary public. According to this the pay for 
three trips, about $5,000, was increased in the 
proportion of 20 tod4. Joseph swore to-day 
that on Jan. 1, with one trip, he used three 
men and six horses; that in February 
he added one trip and used six men 
and nine horses, and that after he put 
on three trips, and tried to carry the mails in 
5VU heurs, he used 11 menand 27 horses, al- 
though hehada herd of other horses out of 
which he frequently renewed his stock. While 
the evidence thus far on this point is not so 
conclusive as in the other routes, it shows that 
the sworn statement was an arbitrary one, 
having little if any direct relation to 
the tacts. Joseph received in all for his 
eight months’ work less than $500, For 
his last quarter he was paid $109 by 
Stephen W. Dorsey at the latter’s ranch, and 
he testified that the ex-Senator told him that 
failures to perform service on the fast sched- 
ule had eaten the pay by fines, so that he had 
received nothing and therefore could not pay 
him any more. He promised to try and se- 
cure a remission of thefines for J oseph’s bene- 
fit. Testimony was taken to show that, 
owing to the roughness of the country and 
the absence of bridges, the fast time could not 
be made. The drivers could not go by night, 
because the swollen streams forced them to go 
up into the mountains until they reached 
spots where they could be torded. 

There was a contest over a missing letter, 
said by Joseph to have been sent to bim by 
Stephen W. Dorsey before Jan, 1, 1879. Jo- 
seph was at last allowed to repeat the sub- 
stance of its contents, In it Stephen W. Dor- 
sey had urged him to take hold of the work on 
Jan, 1, 1879, amd had said that he would be 

ersonally responsible for the pay. This was 

fore the sub-contract was made. The prose- 
cution evidently desired to put in the letter, to 
show at how early a day Stephen W. Dorsey, 
then in the Senate, was interested in the route. 

It having been shown that the Pestmasters 
and others had informed Brady that it was 
practically impossible to carry the mails in 50 
hours, the witness was asked to say whether 
or not it was impossible at that time. He re- 
plied that it was impossible to doit from April 
to August, 1879, but before the answer was ad- 
mitted there was argument in support of the 
objection made by the defense, and the ruling 
of the court was peculiarly significant as 
touching thesubject of conspiracy. The defense 
held that Brady could not be bound by the 
contents of any letter addressed to him by the 
Postmasters or others, setting forth that the 
costly expedition could not be performed, or 
by statements made to him by sub-contractors 
to the same effect. ‘* The notice,” said Judge 
Wylie, ‘put him on inquiry, and he must 
bound not only by the statements in the notice, 
if they are true, but also as to such further 
facts as he might find by the inquiry which he 
ought to make. If .it should be proved 
here that a _ fifty-hour schedule was one 
which a contractor could not perform, that it 
was wholly unnecessary, and that it cost an 
unnecessary sum, then, I think, although he 
might have had a great deal of business im his 
office to attend to, this expedition might be 
judged to have been made in bad faith, be- 
cause before making an order involving great 
expense he ought to have made inquiry, 
and if he found that the additional work 
proposed was too great, the safest way for 
him would have been to do nothing. If 
the expedition had already been ordered 
when he was put on inquiry, then 
its ought not to have been continued.” This 
seems to be an important ruling, affecting the 
position taken by the defense that Brady can- 
not be held responsible for his expedition or- 
ders because they were petitioned for. The 
protest made by the Postmasters and sub-con- 
tractor in this case is dated in New-Mexico, 
April 29, 1879, or 13 days before the expedition 
was ordered, but is stamped as having been 
received by the department on May 31, or 19 
days after the order took effect. In ey 
other cases, however, protests against expedi- 
tion were written as soon as the petitions for 
faster time began to be circulated, and were 
sent to and received by the department before 
the orders were made.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, June 23, 1882, 

The President has signed the commissions 
of the members of the Tariff Commission and 
the Utah Commission. 

The President sent to the Senate to-day the 
nomination of Philip Armour, to be Postmas- 
ter at Council Bluffs, Iowa. 

The new and the retiring Chilian Ministers 
paid an official visit to the President to-day, 
the former to present his credentials and the 
latter to take official leave. 

Secretary Folger has written a letter to 
each of the members of the Tariff Commission 
requesting them to assemble in this city on 
July 6 for the purpose of organization. 

The House Committee on Appropriations 
this afternoon reached an agreement upon the 
Sundry Civil Appropriation bill and will 
propanly report it to-morrow. The bill ap- 

ropriates about $23,400,000, which is about 
$1.800,000 more than the amount appropriated 
for the current fiscal year. 


Capt. Joseph W. Dickey, who, as the mem- 
ber of Assembly of 1881 from the First Orange 


District, New-York, made himself conspicuous 
by pressing a resolution requesting Congress 
to make the trade dollar a legal tender, is here 
on a visit, and is rejeicing because the House 
has passed a bill retiring trade dollars and 
making them exchangeable for standard dol- 
lars. e regards this action as a tardy justifi- 
cation of his position in the Legislature. 

At the Cabinet meeting to-day Secretary 
Folger reported that 60,000 Chinese laborers 
now under contract in Cuba and desirous of 
returning to China, have applied for permis- 
sion to go through the United States in transit. 
The question was discussed and the conclusion 
reached that under the provisions of the re- 
cent Chinese bill the permission could not be 
granted. It was represented that the Chinese 


were under great hardships, and unless al- 
lowed transit through the United States would 
be obliged to go home by way of England. 


The President, accompanied by Senators 
Hampton, Vest, and Jones, of Nevada, left 


here this evening on the 10 o'clock train of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad for Point of 
Rocks, near which place Senator Hampton 
has a Summer house, where the party will 
spend to-morrow in fishing for bass in the 

otomac River. It is expected that the Prosi- 
dent will return to this city to-morrow evening. 


Vhe Chinese Consul at San Francisco has 
written to the National Board of Health com- 


laining that certain Chinese immigrants af- 

ected with the small-pox had been detained 
on board a vessel now in the harbor of San 
Francisco, and that the local authorities 
would not permit them to land. The National 
Board of Health has informed the Consul that 
measures will be taken to investigate the mat- 
ter. It is understood that the board has de- 
cided to assume charge of the Quarantine of 
that port ttself, if it should be found necessary. 


The members of the House Committee on 
Commerce agreed to-day upon a statement to 


be submitted to the House respecting the pas- 
sage of the bill ‘to regulate immigration,” 
the statement, except in a few minor details, 
being substantially the same as that heretofore 
published. It recommends that the action of 
the House be declared annulled and that the 
bill agreed upon by the committee, as a substi- 
tute for the bill which was passed, be put 
upon its passage. The statement will proba- 
bly not be submitted to the House until Tues- 
day next. 

The National Board of Health has elected 
the following officers for the ensuing year: 
President—Dr. James L. Cabell, of Virginia; 
Vice-President—Dr. Stephen Smith, of New- 
York ; Secretary—Dr. Thomas J. Turner, Med- 
ical Director, United States Navy. In addition 
to the above named officers, the following 
members of the board were elected to serve 
upon the Executive Committee: The Hon.

GREAT FIRE AT LAWRENCE, 
—_———_@————. 

BUBNING OF A WOOL STOREHOUSE—LO8S, 


$1,000,000. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., June 23.—A fire broke 
out shortly after 7 o’clock to-night in the store- 
house of the Pacifico Mills, in Broadway, witain 42 
feet of the main Pacific Mill and adjoining it 
in the rear. The storehouse building is of 
brick, with a stone basement, three stories 
high, 800 feet long, and 50 feet deep. In the base- 
ment were stored madder dyes, chemicals, and 
cotton cloths In process of manufacture. The first 


floor was used for a supply office and here also 
chemicals used in dyeing were stored. The last 
two upper floors were used for the sorting of wool 
and as storage rooms. On these floors yesterday 
there were 200,000 pounds of wool ready for sorting, 
besides nearly 100,000 pounds already sorted. The 
fire had gained considerable headway when dis- 
covered, and it was only by the most strenuous 
exertions on the part of the firemen that the mill 
itself was saved. The flames rose high in the alr, 
aod the smoke from the burning cotton, wool, 


and chemicals clouded the entire city. The 
building was flooded with water from 
the automatic extinguisbers in the upper 


story aud from forty lines of hose, but when 
the firemen thought ad had the fire under con- 
trol it again burst forth, threatening the Pacific 
upper works with destruction. Superintendents 
Stone and Parker were early at the seene 
and co-operated with the fire engineers 
in directing the Fire Department, and 
through their efforts valuable papers were rescued 
from the fames. The origin of the fire is in doubt, 
but while the opinion is freely expressed that 
the strikers had something to do with it, 


few persons eredit it. From the present 
indications it appears that the fire origi- 
nated in the basement of the _ store-house 


from spontaneous combustion and being fanned by 
the draught through the elevater hatchway, which 
was about 80 feet from the front of the building, 
attucked everything in its course. The entire build- 
ing was gutted, and the total loss on the building 
and stock will exceed $1,000,000, whicn is fully coy- 
ered by insurance in Boston offices. ‘Ihere were 
many aceidents at the fire. Assistant Engineer With- 
ington and Pipeman Cheries J. Merrell, and a 
porter were borne from the scene, being nearly 
suffocated. John Barraleaugh had one foot in- 
jured by falling glass, and James Edwards had bis 
bead injured. The fire is now under control, but 
is still burning. 

Midnight.—At this hour the fire at the Pacific 
Storehouse 1s still burning, but it is confined to the 
basement, where there are stored 2,200 bales of 
cotton, which is in flames, and the entire Fire De- 
partment must remain there 24 hours before it can 
be wholly extinguished. Three fire engines are 

laying 14 streams into the basement, and 
t now appears that the flames are sub- 
dued, and that the fire will be confined to 
the building in which it originated. W. A. 
Hodges and George Remick, firemen, were taken 
out of the building suffocated by the smoke, The 
property is insured for about three-quarters of its 
value in manufacturers’ mutual insuranee com- 
anies in Boston, Fall River, and Providence.

MINERS' WAGES INCREASED. 
SCRANTON, Penn., June 23.—The anthracite 
coal corporations have agreed to increase the 
wages of their workmen 10 per cent. from the ist 
of July, and official notices to this effect will be 
posted to-morrow at all the collieries of the Dela- 


ware, Lackawanna and Western, the Delaware 
and Hudson, the Philadelphia and Reading, the 
Lehigh Valley, and the Pennsylvania Coal Com- 
panies, The advance is entirely voluntary, the 
workmen having made no demand, although their 
condition has been most wretched, owing to low 
wages, half-time, and the high prices of provisions. 
With the increased pay comes the promise of 
full time, as the demand for anthracite 
is quite brisk at all the shipping centres. This, to- 
gether with the inevitable tumble inthe price of 
provisions, owing to the well-stocked markets and 
the satisfactory condition of the growing crops, 
will materially improve the condition of the miners, 
who have long been lwoking forward patiently 
and hopefully for better days. The mer were ab- 
—s so depressed by their wretched plight that 
none of them careito summon up sufficient cour- 
age to head a movement for an increase of wages 
lest he should be discharged. Many of the laborers 
have left the mines to work on the railroads for even 
less pay, or to try their luck in the West. Miners 
and others inside will be paid an advance of 10 
or cent. Outside first-class common laborers will 

6 paid $1 45 per day, and others in proportion. 
Heretofore outside laborers have been paid at the 
pig aad $1 85 per day and working only half-time 
at that. -

PRINCE BISMARCK’S POSITION. 

ALEXANDRIA, June 23.—It is understood 
that Arabi Pasha, in reply to the Sultan’s in- 
vitation to go to Constantinople, states that, 
though he is willing to go there, the Army 
will prevent him. 

Ragheb Pasha, President of the Council, has 
written to the Italian Consul, as doyen of the 
diplomatic corps, inviting him and his col- 
leagues to appoint delegates on the commis- 
sion of inquiry into the late riots, furnished 
with full powers, in order to avoid constant 


references to their Governments. Sir Edward 
Malet and M. Sienkiewicz, the English and 
French Consuls-General, respectively, are op- 
posed to any court of inquiry into the riots at 
present. 

Lonpon, June 23.—In the House of Lords 
this afternoon, Lord Granyille announced that 
Austria has now consented to join the confer- 
ence. In the House of Commons Mr. Glad- 
stone, replying to Sir Stafford Northcote, 
stated that all the representatives of the pow- 
ers at Constantinople, exceptthe Austrian rep- 
resentative, have received instructions for 
their guidance at the conference. He said he 
had no reason to think that Austria objected 
to join the conference. In reply to another 
question Mr. Gladstone said the whole subject 
of the control of the Government and the 
neutralization of the Suez Canal was outside 
the scope of the conference, 

The official correspondence on the Egyptian 
question shows that Prince Bismarck informed 
Count von Munster, German Ambassador 
here, that he was opposed to joint English and 
French intervention in Egypt, because he be- 
lieved it would lead to disagreement and quar- 
rels between France and England, which, 
whatever might be said of his supposed policy, 
he would be glad to see avoided. Lord Gran- 
ville, Minister of Foreign Affairs, in April 
suggested that England, France, and Turkey 
each send a General to Egypt to restore dis- 
cipline in the Army, France objected to the 
plan as dilatory and as possibly leading to the 
sending of Turkish troops on the Sultan’s own 
authority. On May 2 the French Govern- 
ment suggested the sending of fleets, and 
agreed, if they failed to effect the desired ob- 
ject, that the calling in of Turkish troops by 

rance and Engiand would be the least ob- 
jeetionable form of armed intervention.

ALIENS IN IRELAND. 

CLAUSE 12 OF THE REPRESSION BILL ADOPT- 
ED—AMERICAN AGITATORS DENOUNCED. 
Lonpox, June 23.—Mr. Gladstone, before 

proposing to delay action on the amendment 

of Mr. Lloyd applying the Alien act to the 
whole United Kingdom, in the House of Com- 
mons last evening, said the Government had 
carefully listened to the debate and had come 
to the conclusion that the amendment was ac- 
ceptable to the great bedy of the House, Sir 
Stafford Northcote said that the request for 


delay showed want of courage. Mr. Glad- 
stone then declared that the Government 
would vote for the amendment on its merits. 

The House of Commons to-day spent the 
whole afternoon discussing various amend- 
ments to clause 12, moved by Irish members, 
providing that an alien be furnished witha 
copy of the sworn information in consequence 
of which he is to be expelled, giving him a 
month’s notice to quit the kingdom, and pro- 
viding for redress by action against the Secre- 
tary of State for unjust expulsion. The amend- 
ments were opposed by the Government and 
were withdrawn, without a division being 
taken. The Right Hon. John Bright said it 
was obvious that the condition of Ireland 


was made ony worse by the sub- 
scriptions raised in America and by 
those persons who came from America 


to participate in conspiracies. He did not 
hesitate to say that those subjects of the Queen 
who had taken part in the Chicago convention 
were traitors to the Crown. The object of the 
clause under discussion was, he said, to prevent 
conspirators of the very worst dye from ex- 
citing the people to disorder. Mr. Sexton 
warned the Government that the feelings gen- 
erated among Irishmen in America, by seeing 
their countrymen driven as aliens from their 
eareers of industry, must cause trouble to 
Great Britain at no distant date. The clause 
was carried by a vote of 132 to 30.

DROWNED IN THE THAMES. 





HOW ‘YOUNG BENJAMIN, OF THE COLUMBIA 
CREW, LOST HIS LIFE. 

New-Lonpon, Conn., June 23,—Edmund 
Benjamin, coxswain of the Columbia University 
crew and member of the Class of ’88, Columbia 
College, was drowned in the Thames this after- 
noon while bathing. Benjamin had been out with 
his crew for the morsing row. Returning, all the 
crew except Benjamin went to their quarters to 
dine. He remained on the shore a little time and 
then stripped, and, pushing a boat before him, 
ventured out to where the water was 12 


feet in depth. One of © crew at quar- 
ters who happened to be Jooking toward 
‘the river saw Benjamin sink suddenly, 


and as he did not arise he alarmed bis companions, 
and all ran to theriver. Several of the crew swam 
out te where he was seen to go down and dived 
repeatedly for his body. Their efforts were of no 
avail. The Columbia steam launch Carrie Good- 
win was sent to this city for appliances 
with which to drag for the — With 
these the search was unsuccessfully con- 
tinued. The launches of the Yale and Harvard 
crews were put at the disposal of Capt. Goodwin, 
coach of the Columbias, and a score of men 
in ruw-boats also assisted in the search. At 
6 o’clock a fisherman, who had been dragging 
trawls in the vicinity of the accident, brought the 
body to the surface near the spot where it sank. 
The knees were bent up to the body and the form 
was rigid, showing that the youth had been 
stricken with cramps. An inquest was held, and 
the body was subsequently brought to _ 
city and partially prepared for burial.» Mr. E. B. 
Benjamin, brother of the deceased youth, arrived 
this evening and arranged for the transmission of 
the body to his residence, No. 43 East Sixty-sev- 
enth-street, New-York City. 

Young Benjamin was 19 years old, and was pur- 
suing the academic course at Columbia. He was 
coxswain of the Columbia University crew in their 
race with Harvard at this place in 1881, and cox- 
swain also of the Columbia Freshman crew when 
they met the Harvard Freshmen here in 1880. He 
was not an expert swimmer, and had been alling 
several days. These facts and that of the unusual 
coldness of the water account for his sudden pros- 
tration after entering the river. His weight 
was 95 pounds. The Columbia-Harvard race, 
which was to take place to-morrow afternoon, 
will not be rowed. It may take place or Monday, 
however. The colors on the college boat-houses 
were set at half-mast soon after the accident oc- 
curred, and the launches have also half-masted 
their colors. The Yale and Harvard crews did not 
not abandon their regular rowing practice this 
afternoon, Young Benjamin was an enthusiast in 
the study ef genealogy, and was about to publish 
a work by himself on that subject. He is said to 
have been a brilliant scholar and genial companion, 
His father’s place of business is at No. 6 Barclay- 
street, New-York City. 
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DISTILLERY-FED CATTLE. 





UNWHOLESOME MEAT IN THE HARTFORD 
MARKET. 

HARTFORD, Conn., June 23.—It has been dis- 
covered that a large traffic in cattle fed at distil- 
leries in Warehouse Point, Mass.,has been going 
on in this city, prineipally on the part of two 
butchers, who have already purchased 105 animals. 
Nineteen animals passed througk East Hartfora 


yesterday morning, where one of them “gave 
out” and was left on the spot all day 
unable to rise and with no water or 
food. An investigation of this case developed 
the fact that this herd was only part of 
alarge number purchased for the market. The 
animals, all bulls, are shut in stalis where thev ean- 
not move to any considerable degree. Under their 
noses runs a long trough, into which the distillery 
slop is pumped hot from the vats, and they are 
given in addition a little hay to make a bed. They 
do not generally take kindly to this foed, and are 
apt to refuse it until driven by hunger. In general, 
they icse fiesh at first, this loss continuing perhaps 
two months. After this they fattenrapidly. They 
are usually kept nine months to a year, and the 
number on hand ranzes from 100 to 150. The fat- 
tening process is not healthy, and after a time the 
teeth of the animals are decayed and finally drop 
out. They lose mueh ef their vigor, and the flesh 
Market men here to-day are reti- 
cent, though it was said by one dealer that the fact 
was well understood that this beef was sold by 
several retailers. The wholesale price at the dis- 
tilleries ranges from 5 to 534 centsa pound. Sales 
to second parties are frem 8to 10 cents, when other 
beef is 13 to 14 cents. From the time it leaves the 
wholesale dealers it is lost to sight, and the con- 
clusion that it is sold in place of higher priced beef 
is inevitable. Some goes to the country, but the 
greater part jis probably sold to Hartford con- 
sumers.

A. COMMISSIONER OF JURORS CHARGED WITH

| ae to appear at a hearing on Monday. In case 
anders is tried the present year it will be indirect- 
ly by a jury of his own selection, inasmuch as he 
was one of the officers who made up the contents 
of the jury-wheel for 1882.

- Dustin, June 9.—If, English * legislators 
were .halfas familiar with Dublin as with 
Paris, they would probably be more generous 
in their interpretation of the feelings that ani- 
mate the Irish minority in the House of Com- 
mons, Some of the impressions produced 
might not be flattering to English conceptions 
of English authority. There would bea rude 
shock to the notion that the various phases of 
Irish discontent are the offspring merely of 
demagegism, and are kept alive by forced 
which a more rigorous exercise of power could 
easily destroy. It is possible that the mora 
candid visitor, startled by the results of his 
own observation, might rush to the opposite 
extreme and declare tne hopelessness of any 
policy that presupposes a legislative connecs 
tion between Great Britain and Ireland. 
Speaking of my own experience, the first 
impression is, that between Ireland and Great 
Britain there is at present only the connection 
which exists between the conquered and tha 
conqueror. The Irish heart remains unat- 
tached. The instincts and sympathies of the 
warm Irish nature have little or nothing in 
common with the feelings that predominate at 
Westminster. The fact is rendered all the more 
apparent by the obtrusive presence af every 
turn of imperial authority. It reveals itself 
as a thing apart from the Irish people. To all 
intents and purposes itis a foreign power op 
erating everywhere, but everywhere through 
channels distinct from those in which the peox 
ple live and move and have their being. Of 
ficial life, from top to bottom, is not only not 
in harmony withj popular life; it is in direct 
and all-pervading antagonism. The Viceroy 
canters from his modest residence in Phcenix 
Park to the departmental heaa-quarters on 
Cork Hill, a few troopers guarding him, and 
here and there a few hats lifted respectfully, 
but the display is lifeless; the people in the 
street are not friendly. As for his Excellency’s 
gatherings, they lack the suggestiveness, be- 
cause destitute of the vitality, which belongs 
to the receptions of the resident Cardinal. His 
Eminence is not the most popular of men, but 
as Prince of the Roman Church he commands 
in Dublin an amount of devotion which the 
representative of the Queen finds nowhere out- 
side the narrow boundaries of the official cir- 
cle. Practically, therefore, the governing 
force is an alien force, with no hold upon the 
respect or affection of the Irish people. Even 
under Mr. Gladstone’s government the same 
state of things continues. The brutal indiffer- 
ence to the national feelings which marked 
Tory days is gone, but the Whig unwilling- 
ness to discard the governing traditions re 
mains, and the consequence is that, with all 
his good intentions, Mr. Gladstone adheres in 
the matter of appointments to the irritating 
policy of other days, He semrds Englishmen to 
govern Ireland. He maintains a Protestant 
Executive over a Catholic population. Toa 
very large extent he is still influenced by an 
official opinion which ignores national opinion, 


and prescribes a poliey utterly at variance with _ 


the true imperial interest. The Arrears biil 
may be ascribed to Mr. Gladstone’s unbiased 
sense of justice. The pending Coercion bill is 
the expression of the old, incurable, and essen- 
tially alien influences which moid and control 
England’s rule in Ireland and.are the source 
of nearly all its difficulties. 

So far as my observation in Dublin extends, 
I find more sorrow than anger in current ex- 
pressions of opinion respecting the condition of 
the country and itsimmediate future. Indeed, 
nothing has struck me more than the intensity. 
of a distinct national feeling on one hand, and 
the moderation and reasonableness of its ex- 
pression on the other. While, then, it seems 
to me that the present union is too anomalous 
and unreal to last, there is good ground for 
believing that what coercion will assuredly 
fail to accomplish might be accomplished by a 
friendly determination to uproot grievances 
resulting from English misrule and to recog: 
nize fairly the conditions on whick alone Ire- 
land can be made a peaceful and prosperous 
portion of the empire. Letan Englishman or 
a Scotsman come here and place himself ima;ti- 
natively in the Irishman’s position, and thet 
say whether irish discontent is surprising. Lt 
Dublin be his point of observation, the visitor 
will see on all sides evidences of a suppressed 
nationality. Neither in England nor in Scot- 
land—of course, excluding London—is there a 
city so worthy of being the capital of an im- 
portant province, There is none whose prin- 
cipal streets are so striking, or whose public 
buildings convey an idea of greater solid- 
ity and grandeur. True, Dublia has not 
the magnificent situation of Edinburgh; 
it has nothing that compares with 
Prince’s-street. But, generally, its streets 
are broader and finer than those of 
Edinburgh, Glasgow, Liverpool, Manchester, 
Newcastle. or Birmingham; while in the num- 
ber and excellence of its public buildings it is 
far in advance of all these towns. And of these 
buildings many have an enduring suggestive- 
ness, refer not to the spoliation of ecclesias- 
tical structures and the enrichment of one 
Church at the expense of another, for this 
aspect of history is net confined to Ireland. I 
allude more particularly to edifices like the 
Bank of Lreland, formerly the irish House of 
Parliament, and which serves as a constant 
reminder of greatness in the past and ibili- 
ties in the future. The stranger wili marvel 
that in a city thus rich in historical association 
the supreme governing power has done all it 
could to obliterate the distinctiveness of na- 
tional existence. The streets have English 
names. Until recently the whole street nomen- 
clature was evidence of conquest. Since Dub- 
lin acquired self-government in muzrticipal 
matters Irish names appear in newer streets. 
There are Goldsmith, Grattan, and Sarsfield 
streets. But the Board of Works resists with 
ridiculous obstinacy attempts to rename 
streets and structures. The wide and beauti- 
ful bridge over the Liffey, connecting Sack- 
ville and Westmoreland streets, was chr,‘stened 
by the Government Carlisle Bridge. The cit- 
izens and the reformed corporation (insist 
that it shall be the O’Connell Bridge, and’ the 
O’Connell Bridge it will be, with the O’Con aell 
monument at its northern end. 

‘Yrivial as these incidents are, they illus- 
trate the tendency of English governing au'\- 
thority m Dublin to pursue an exasperating’ 
policy in all matters, great or small. The 
visitor, whom I am supposing to be engaged in 
an effort to trace some of the reasons for an 
almest universally diffused discontent, will 
encounter in a dozen forms the same inherent 
vice of the present system. He will discover 
that from the first, and even now, the official 
disposition is to assert imperial authority in 
every direction, and in all cases to enforce the 
imperial will—too often the petty, intolerant 
will of the combined influences which rule the 
Viceroy and — the measures of Parliament. 
Whether the visitor be English or Scotch, ha 
will have some difficulty in resisting the logic 
of his Dublin acquaintance. Jot down two or 
three interrogatories as specimens and see how 
they look. ‘* How long would Scottish loyalty 
endure a policy framed by an English and Irish 
ye eee pte weg of its own wants and 
desires bss t would England say if, vy 
some legislative contrivance, backed by 
soldiers and administered by alien officials, 
the wiil of its people were systematically over- 
ruled?’ The impressions, it will be seen, all 
ci ‘oan the drift of aia

with wonderful energy and skill, broader 
questions of national policy come continually 
to the surface. Wherever I have been the 
talk bas turned mainly upon the contest over 
the Coercion bill, upon the policy underlyin 
it, and upon its ulterior effects as a means 0 
crystallizing and educating opinion in regard 
to legislative independence, The talk is tem- 
perate—singularly temperate, considering the 
nature of the issues involved. The official 
view is plain enough. Among the citizens I 
have heard but one opinion, and that is dia- 
metrically opposite to the official opinion, 
The trades people, the people met in hotels, in 
Phenix Park at a review, in St. Stephen’s 
Green on a holiday afternoon, are all against 
coercion, not only because it implies an ag- 
gravation of mischief already done, but be- 
cause of its tendency to widen still further the 
gulf between Government and people, and so 
to strengthen the hands of extremists of all 
classes, 

It is admitted that under the present law 
gross injustice has been done in many in- 
Stances; in still more the manner in which lit- 
tle loca] authority has been exercised has ar- 
rayed the resident i eee against the Gov- 
ernment and .contributed to the growth of 
secret societies, At least two of the resident 
magistrates appointed by Mr. Forster are 
arbitrary and insolent, and under his sanction 
they have pursued a course of vexatious 
tyranny and outrage that would not have 
been tolerated for a week in England or Amer- 
ica. Their example told upon the various 
grades of Police officials, who in turn became 
offensive and irritating. As long as Mr, 
Forster was Chief Secretary, Mr. Lloyd really 
was a law unto himself, e was law-maker. 
jury, and Judge, and under his* orders cruel 
and despotic acts have been perpetrated with 
impunity, The man or woman who dared 
to speak disrespectfully of _ him, or to 
run counter to his plans, was summarily 
sent to prison. The law became an _ in- 
strument of personal vengeance. Not 
to be behind their superiors, officers 
or privates of the constabulary force arrested 
men on the most trumpy gece he | 
often on charges unsustained by aught beyond 
the word of the Police. On reports of these 
men wholesale arrests of ‘suspects’? took 
place. The Dublin executive acted on the re- 
ports of subordinates, and sent decent, quiet 
men to prison, to languish there for months 
without hope of trial, Since my arrival I 
have met at least a dozen fresh from prison, 
Some of them seemed unaffected by the con- 
finement; others had evidently suffered 
Beverely. They were all apparently quiet, 
respectable men; certainly neither their man- 
ners nor their words gave color to any charge 
of violence. Men less like conspirators I never 
saw, No great stretch of faith is required to 
accept the declaration of the League orators— 
that the ‘‘supects’”? were in truth the 
peace-preservers of the organization and, 
that their imprisonment was followed 
by violence and lawlessness on the part of those 
whom they had previously restrained. This 
declaration is confirmed by statements of some 
of the people with whom I have talked. They 
bay that, asa rule, the arrest of a ** suspect” 
was followed by an outbreak of crime in the 
locality where he was known and where his 
relatives and friends lived. They say, further, 
that the attempt to put down the public agi- 
tation and organization of the Lana League 
gave a marked impetus to the formation of 
becret societies, 

My information is that never within the 
knowledge of the present generation were 
secret Organizations so numerous, so powerful, 
vr so skillfully and daringly directed. The 
Dublin Police confess their inability to cope 
with them, and the impunity which attends 
terrible crime nearly all over the country 

roves that the constabulary, however excel- 
ent in ordinary times, are equally powerless. 
‘Whenever murder has been the obvious result 
of agrarian trouble, or of secret forces in hos- 
tility to the Government, as recently in Phe- 
nix Park, the murderers are uncaught. The 
tragedy in Galway, of which tidings reached 
us last night, may be added to thelist, In 
Spite of statements to the contrary, the Dublin 
Police avow that they never had the faintest 
bope of tracing the assassins of Lord F. Cav- 
endish and Mr. Burke, and the same might be 
paid with reference to the assassinations ofa 
kindred nature in the country districts. The 
potency of the organizations, whatever they 
may be, is exemplified in the inability of 
the authorities to obtain the slightest clue. 
They know that their enemy  oper- 
ates secretly, and that is all they 
know. In this respect they’ are worse 
off than when engaged in the struggle with 
Fenianism. Then information was obtainable 
with comparative ease. Informers were al- 
ways to be had. The castle officials could get 
all they wanted in return for money. Now, 

ay what they will, they cannot get anything. 
‘hat this general reticence on the part of 
classes not hitherto indifferent to the tempta- 
tion of money does not proceed from sym- 
pathy with crime as vulgarly understood may 
be inferred from the arrest and conviction of 
ordinary offenders. Proceedings in criminal 
courts now in session here show that private 
titizens are prompt to assist the Police in the 
struggle with the ruffianism which abounds in 
rertain parts of the city, and just as prompt 
when called as witnesses, Jurors are similarly 
ready to dotheir duty. The remarks of the 
Lerd Chief Baron yesterday might be cited in 
confirmation of my statement. It is tolerably 
lain,then, that the ordinary machinery of law, 
rial by jury included, may be relied upon 
when ordinary crime is concerned. It is not 
less plain to the unofficial eye that the 
failure to deal with extraordinary crime 
of an agrarian or political type proceeds 
primarily from the completeness with which 
the undiscovered organizations preserve their 
gecrecy, and, secondly, from the terrorism 
which their magnitude and power have in- 

ired. The objection to the method favored 

y Government and Parliament is that it will 

tail precisely where the existing agencies of 
law fail; it will neither penetrate the mys- 
teries of the secret societies nor lessen the ter- 
rorism which makes the acquisition of evidence 
yirtually impossible. Judging of the future 
by the past, moreover, we may assume that 
the effect of legislation tending to render more 
xbsolute the divorce of authority from popular 
sympathy will be injurious. The people, con- 
ttantly irritated by the harshness and injustice 
pf law, will be more likely than ever to resort 
to the aangerous but powerful devices of sworn 
and secret combinations. 


The rehgious element enters into and com- 
plicates the problem. Lreland must beset down 
psa Catholic country. In Dublin, speaking 
roundly, four-fifths of the population are 
Catholics; less than one-sixth are Pretestant 
Episcopalians. In Ireland, as a whole, Catho- 
lic ascendancy does not widely differ from this 
sroportion; the percentage of Protestant 
Relecspe liane is less than in Dublin. Yet the 
latter are allowed to figure as “‘the Church of 
ireland.” Disestablishment overturned the pre- 
bension so far as it invelved powers which in 
pther days made “the Church of Ireland” 
pdious, But Protestant Episcopalianism still 
poses as “the Church of Ireland;’’ the over- 
whelming majority of the people still worship 
in chapels. Ar. Gladstone cannot be expect- 
ed to look with favor on the Castlereagh 
scheme for enlisting the hierarchy and clergy 
pt the Catholic Church in Ireland in the ser- 
vice of the imperial Government, nor-would he 
find the project feasible if he did. But sooner 
or later England’s statesmen will have to 
learn the lesson taught by common sense 
when the religious convictions of a people 
tre in question. At this moment the best ally 
which the Government could obtain is the 
Catholic Church, The alliance cannot be 
bought. It cannot be obtained on any terms 
for any purpose at variance with the interests 
and reasonable wishes of the Irish people. The

They prize highly the P 
afforded them bythe Canadian Parliamen 
because it enables them to refer to Canada as 
an illustration of the SS. of certain 
forms of home rule, e references are not 
always felicitous. Very often they proceed 
on a misapprehension of the position of Can- 
ada and the relations toward each ether of the 
Provinces composing the Dominion. And 
sometimes the exact bearing of the illustration, 
as applied to Ireland, is overlooked, Never- 
theless, the agitation for some form of home 
government is benefited by the moral support 
of the important colonial dependencies on the 
other side of the Atlantic, 

“* Protection to Irish ind ” is a feature 
of ph pe which the Canadian example is 
supp to sanction, With varying degrees 
of distinctness Land Leaguers have again and 
again recommended the application of the boy- 
cotting principle to the products of British in- 
dustry. The Fags oe get up an exhibition 
of Irish manufactures proceeded from this rec- 
ommendation. But the ill-luck which attended 
the proposal was characteristic of the Irish 
situation. Belfast Orangeism and the super- 
fine loyalty of the Dublin aristoc insisted 
that the display should be subordinated to the 
imperial power. The Prince of Wales must be 
patron. On the other hand, the promoters of 
the project contended that the object of the 
exhibition should be to show the state of man- 
ufacturing industry in Ireland, with the two- 
fold purpose of benefiting the present manu- 
factures and of stimulating the growth of 
others. It should be an Irish exhibition or it 
would be worthless. I need not recall the par- 
ticulars of the squabble, which was carried 
on with bad temper and bad taste on both 
sides. The end of it was the withdrawal of 
those who deemed Irish industry of less 
importance than the presence of royalty, and 
the determination of the original advocates of 
an exhibition te goon with their project with 
exclusive reference to lrish resources and in- 
dustry. The framework now going up in the 
Rotunda Gardens does not convey an idea of 
vastness; but the site, though confined, ap- 
pears to be the only one available. The same 
want of generosity which has withheld money 
from a strnctly Irish exhibition denied the use 
of the Palace and Winter Garden, where, origi- 
nally, the exhibition was to have been held. 
So even the most meritorious enterprises are 
doomed to difficulty and disaster under the in- 
fluence of unyielding party spirit. 

Certainly there is room for the exercise of 
forhearance and enterprise in relation to the 
industrial and mercantile interests of this city. 
Fine as are its streets and buildings, it is in- 
dustrially dead. Some of its manufactures 
are all but extinct. Its commerce is hardly 
worthy of the name, its shops lack customers, 
its streets lack business life. Its population is 
on the decline. The census of 1881 gives 249,- 
486 souls, as against the 254,808 that were here 
in 1861. The upper crust of society tooks thin 
and poor; the under strata have bard work to 
make ends meet, Labor is superabundant and 
wages are wretchedly low. One wonders how 
families live on the little which the lower 
forms of labor realize. But the people withal 
are bright and cheerful, with a simple, genu- 
ine politeness which wins admiration and re- 
spect. I have never been in a community 
more uniformly courteous or more attractive 
to the stranger. G8.

CHICAGO MARKETS MORE ACTIV: 


CORN, AND PROVISIONS HIGHER— 
FEABS FOR EUROPEAN CROPS. 


Cuicaco, June 23.—The leading produce 
markets were more active to-day than the recent 
average, and most of them were stronger. Oats, 
corn, and provisions were somewhat higher, and 
wheat was firm, though it did not get much above 
previous rates. The British markets were strouger 
on breadstuffs and New-York was excited on corn, 
while there was a good export demand here for 
lard, and meats were wanted by shippers. The 
weather in the West was irregular, but prices did 
not depend so much upon prospects for the 
new crop as on the understanding that 
the ola is pretty well used up. The visible 
supply of corn deereased 884,000 bushels during 
last week, and the wheat in store in Chicago is be- 
ing rapidly moved out, while there are very few 
oats here and little if any corn arriving daily. Reg- 
ular wheat was more active and averaged firm 
after the first half hour. The market fell off 1 
cent, then advanced 1% cents, and closed 44 cent 
below the latest prices of Thursday. The British 
markets were quoted stronger, with a fair inquiry, 
and twoor three private cable dispatches empha- 
sized this, with remarks about nasty weather, but 
one private telegram called the British weather 
fine. New-York was quoted easier, and there ap- 
pears to have been a small increase in the visible 
supply during last week, while the accounts from 
the West were generally ‘irst class. These things 
stimulated the selling proclivities early, and the 
tide turned about the time that corn stiffened. It 
was said that all the wheat in the Neeley elevators 
had been ordered out, and that arrangements 
have been made to ship the remainder with- 
in the next two or three weeks. This made 
some of the shorts nervous, and they filled 
freely in the last half of the session. There 
were more mutterings about a July squeeze in 
prospect, and some color was given to the idea by 
the reduction of our stocks, while there were inti- 
mations that our wheat has recently sold on the 
other side of the Atlantic at much above public 
quotations. 

A gentleman of acknowledged authority on both 
meteorological and commercial matters has the 
following to say regarding the crop outlook in 
Great Britain: “‘The crop conditions in Western 
Europe are just now very oritical. Their wheat 
harvest is much laterthan ours, and the grain is 
just-mow in that state where bad weather would 
tellsadly on the yield. The presence of so much 
icein the Atlantic Ocean, as has been reported, 
cau scarcely be other than detrimental to British 
weather. It is wellknown that the climate of the 
British Isles depends for its mildness and humidity 
upon the temperature wafted from the Atlantic, 
which makes the average there nearly the same as 
ours, though we are some 10 degrees further south 
than they. A great deal of ice in the ocean would 
lower the temperature to a point perilous to yege- 
tation, and might even ruin the harvest. This 
eondition has not, however, ‘ showed up’ to an ex- 
tent sufficient to cause alarm in England, so far as 
reported, yet the current strength in the markets 
there may reflect same uneasiness on the subject.” 

New-York is reported to have put up “seller the 
year” corn to-day to 77 cents. Thatis on the next 
crop, and must have been based upon advices 
from the West, which do not promise a good yield 
for 1882, A letter from Sioux City says that corn is 
selling there at $1 per bushel, and that the stocks 
in that direction are practically nil, except what 
bas been bought up for stock by the glucose fac- 
tories. The stocks of both wheat and corn are 
said to be down to zero on the lines of the North- 
— Railroad, and to be very small on other

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NEARING THE END OF THE GREAT 
MALLEY TRIAL. 

‘FURTHER TESTIMONY IN REBUTTAL BY THE 
PROSECUTION-—-WITNESSES FOR THE DE- 
FENSE CONTRADICTED ON MATERIAL 
POINTS. 

New-Haven, June 28.—The rebuttal testi- 
mony was continued in the Malley case to-day, 
the witnesses being called to contradict those who 
have given important evidence for the defense. 
Albert E. Bradley, the first witness, said that last 
August he kept a refreshment stand in Howe’s 
Pavilion, on the West Haven shore. One of the 
effects of the saloon was a large picture of himself 
painted on eanvas froma photograph. It was 54 
by 4 feet. “I took it,” the witness said, ‘and 
threw it into the water after cutting out the head, 
It might have been one week, and perhaps 
two, before the death of Jennie Cramer that 
I threw it overboard. Afterward I saw it drifting 
around in the water. Once I saw it 75 or 
100 feet from the pavilion. Sometimes it was fold- 
ed and at other times it lay out flat.’’ Witnesses 
for the defense testified that they saw a white ob- 
ject in the water near Kelsey's wharf on the after- 
noon preceding the finding of the body of Jennie 
Cramer, and it has been conjectured that it might 
have been her body, it being a part of the theory 
of the defense that Jennie was not alive Friday, 
but lay in the water that day. The State willclaim 
that the white object seen was the canvas thrown 
into the water by Mr. Bradley. 

Joseph H. Marvin testified as follows: ‘I know 
Magaie Kane, [the girl who, as claimed by the de- 
fense, was at the flying horses, West Haven, Fri- 
day evening, Aug. 5, and was mistaken for Jennie 
Cramer.] and knew her last August, having worked 
with her one seasou at the shore, She was not at 
the flying horses on the evening of Friday, Aug. 5, 
that I remember. She met me on Chapel-street 
one evening, and asked me if I remembered her 


being down there that night. It was after the 
hearing at West Haven that she spoketome. She 
spoke first, and asked me if I remembered her 
being down on the horses that night and hearing 
her say, ‘My God! I'm paralyzed.’ I told herl 
did not. I was helping to run the flying horses at 
that time.’’ Charles P. Barnes, a conductor on the 
Fair Haven and Westville horse railroad, which 
passes the residence of James Malley, &r., tes- 
tified that he knew James Malley, Jr., and his 
father. 

Q.—Do you remember going into Mr. Malley’s 
yard on Whalley-avenue’ A.—Yes, Sir. It was 
about eight or nine days before Jennie Cramer's 
death, and about 7:42 o'clock. I went in at the 
request of James Malley, Sr., to look at some flow- 
ers and plants. Mr. Malley came up on my car 
that night. I remained inthe yard about 10 min- 
utes, and while there saw Miss Lulu Malley, 

Q.—Did you see James Malley, Jr.? A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—Were you in James Malley’s yard on the 
evening of Friday, Aug. 5? A.—No, Sir. My car 
stopped that night nearly in front of the house. 

Q.—Were you ever in James Malley’s yard, ex- 
cept at the time you have spokenof? A.—I was 
there Sept. 1 and also Sept. 8or9. When I went 
into the yard Mr. Malley always invited me. I 
never had any conversation with Lulu on this sub- 
ject, but did have one with Miss Lizzie. More 
properly speaking it wasa conversation with James 
Malley, Sr., and Miss Lizzie was a party to it. Mr. 
Malley said to me: “Do you remember being at 
my house the night before the finding of the body 
of Jennie Cramer, and looking at the plants in the 
yaraY’ Itold himI remembered being there, but 
that I did not think the night he mentioned was the 
correct date. I told him that I didnot remember 
seeing Jimmy at the window; that 1 thought 
he was wrong about the date. He said ‘* Yes, that 
was the night,” and asked when I would be along 
again. I told him in about half an hour, and he 
said he wanted to see me—to talk the matter over 
again. I sawhim again the 8th and 9th of Sep- 
tember. 

On the cross-examination the witness said he 
sent the following letter to Mr. Malley: 


“Tn senponee to your query the other day as to 
whether | remember the little incident of being at 
your house and seeing your son Jameson the night 
prsoncins the alleged homicide, the undersigned 
0g8 leave to say that it wassolong ago that he can- 
not remember it positively enough to be willing to 
swear as to the night, much as he would like to were 
it so that he could, Not having seen you, and think- 
ing you might go to the trouble and expense of having 
him to the trial on Monday, | send you this with the 
wish and desire that you have a successful issue out 
of this great trouble.” 

The witness continued as follows: *‘On that 
Friday night when Mr. Malley says I was at his 
house I was on my car. I had an unusual number 
of passengers. The morning after I had my first 
conversation with Mr. Malley I was trying to local- 
ize the events of that Friday, and some ef the 
events eame to my mind, that one among them, 
But I was not positive, and so when I was subpa@- 
naed for the West Haven trial I went to the Secre- 
tary of the company and got atrip-sheet, giving a 
record of my time, the number of passengers car- 
ried, and other things, and 1 found it verified my 
remembrance.” 

Lewis D., larrington testified as follows; ‘'I re- 
side on lose-street, West Haven, a hundred feet 
or so from the grove in which are the flying horses. 
I know Thomas Degnan, and he came to my house 
on Friday, Aug. 5, witha party of six or seven. 
They came in the middle of the afternoon, and had 
a couple of rounds of beer, which they sent for. 
They went away, and Degnan came back and had 
supper. Then he went out again and returned at 
8:30 or 9. I did not have a keg of beer in the 
house—never had one there, \A direct contradic- 
tion of Degnan's testimony.} Degnan stald at my 
house that night,”’ 

Mrs. Marla Farrington testified: ‘Thomas Deg- 
nan came to our house Friday, Aug. 5, last, the day 
before the finding of Jennie Cramer's body, at 
about 2:30 in the afternoon. He brought ina crowd 
of shipmates, wanted to treat the house, and my 
husband went out and brought in some Jager. He 
came again later and engaged from me a room for 
the night. He then ate supper and then went out 
into the grove. At8:30 he returned, and at 8:45 
went to bed. Irememberthe time because I was 
afraid he might return alittie set up and bring a 
crowd, and I reoollect looking at the clock. [ 
know the clock was about right, for I had board- 
ers, and | had to keep it pretty near right. When 
Degnan came in he said: ‘God, Mrs, Farrington, 
I'm sick. I'd like to see the girl that made 
me as sick as this. I'd go bavk to the grove if I 
could see her.’ He said there was a darned pretty 
girl riding on the horses with him and that after 
she got off she said, ‘My God, I’m paralyzed,’ 
and went off toward the shooting gallery. He then 
said he didn’t feel like going out again to see her. 
Il gave him some medicine and he went to bed and 
I did not seo him again till after 6the next morn- 
ing. He then went out and came back and said 
there was a real nice girl Just pulled out of the 
water and asked me to go and see her. Myself, 
daughter, husband, and hired girl went down to 
where the body lay on the beach. The face was 
covered with a wooien blanket. Asa Curtis turned 
the face up a little and pulled down the blanket. 
Then Degnan said: * My God, that’s the girl [ rode 
with on the flying horses.’ Then he turned to me 
and said: ‘It’s the girl I rode with last night on the 
flying horses.’ ”’ 

On the cross-examination the witness denied 
that Degnan said that the body “looked like” that 
of the girl; he said it was the same one, 

The witness contradicts Degnan, whoin his tes- 
timony supported the statements of the Maggie 
Kane party, and denied having made the remark at- 
tributed to him by Mrs. Farrington when the blanket 
was turned down. According to her testimoay the 
ride on the flying horses when the remark " My God, 
I'm paralyzed,” was made, must have occurred be- 
fore 8:30; according to Degnan and others it was 
after that time. The witness was corroborated by 
her daughter, Mrs. John Hull, and by her son-in-law, 

r. Hull. Both were positive that Degnan, when 

e saw the body of Jennie Cramer, said: * That's 
the girl I was riding with last night." 

Lawyer Charles Ives testified that he took steno- 
graphic notes of the testimony of Lulu Malley at 
the Jeanie Cramer Inquest, in West Haven. He 
read from his notes the young lady’s testimony. It 
differs from that of her gee oy J at the present 
trial in a few minor points. For instance, in her 
testimony the other day, she said that Friday 
night, Aug. 5, James, her brother, shewed himseif 
in her room; according to Mr. Ives, she testified at 
the inquest that he showed himself in his own 
room. There is a discrepanoy as to the time when 
he went to bed. 

Q.—What did she say in reference to James's 
coming home todinner Saturday? A.—She sald 
he dia notcome home to dinner. She said she 
thought he came home to supper. She testified 
that she was in bed when he came home Saturday 
night. She did not think he was at the supper- 
table Saturday night, but could not possibly re- 
member, She said: * After supper he went to the 
store, as was his custom on Saturday night. I 
haven't the slightest recollection of his being there 
to supper that night. He slept in the house Satur- 
day night.” 

Q.—What was ber testimony as to James being 
athome onthe evening when he eame with the 
earriage? A.—She said tnat Friday morning she 
saw his bed had not been disturbed. She saw him 
that paoentng. 

John H. Sherman, the Signal Service Officer in 
New-Haven, testified as follows: ‘'[ find by my 
record that it rained on the night of Aug. 5, from 
10:55 to 11:20. Ihave no persowal knowledge of 
the fact. The rainfall was slight." 

Jailer George A, Stevens was called to contra- 
dict Maggie Kane and Adam Schleseler, her escort, 
in regard to the time it took them to drive to Savin 
Rock by the Westville route, they having testified 
that they were considerably less than an hour on 
the road. The witness said that he had driven 
from the corner of Oliver and Chapel streets to 
Westville and from there to Savin Rook, going 
past Donald G, Mitchell’s place. He drove at an 
ordinary pace, and made the trip in an hour and 10 
seaentas. The distance is six anda half or seven 
miles. 

Justice Stephen C. tooth, who presided at the 
preliminary hearing in West Haven, was called to 
show the discrepancies made by some of the wit- 
nesses for the defense as regards their testimony at 
West Haven compared with their kesemnony at this 
trial. The witness said; ‘I heard Ella Folsseys at 
West Haven. She said that Blanche Douglass came 
to her house Thursday, Aug. 4, between 2 and 2 
o'clock, and afterward corrected herself, saying it 
was between 3 and 4o'clock. She said that what- 
ever she told Coroner Bollman about it was cor- 
rect. Last August I went with Mr. Bush and Mr. 
Fox to James Malley’s house. Sittingin the sew- 
ing-room I could not see the pavement in Whalley- 
avenue, with the exception of the curb on the op- 

osite side. Standing by the window I could see 

nto the vard only about three feet.” One of the 
alibi witnesses has testified that she waa in the sit- 


ting-room Friday evening, Aug, 5, and saw James 
Malley ht froma a horse car and walk up the 


ard to house.

DEFAULTING BANK: TELLERS. 


A 8ST. LOUIS¢*MAN EMBEZZLES $70,000—a 
WASHINGTON TELLER ABSCONDS. 


Sr. Lous, June 23.—Oby BH, Owen, the Re- 
ceiving Teller of the Third National Bank of St. 
Louis, was arrested about 12 o’clock last night on 
the charge of having embezzled the funds of the 
bank. He was taken to the Chestnut-street Sub- 
station, and was unable to obtain bail, Thomas E. 
Tutt, the President of the bank, thinks the actual 
embezzlement will amount to about $70,000, but 
this cannot be definitely ascertained until the 
books are examined. Owen says he thinks some 
pamoety can be accounted for by errors in the books. 

wen has been with the Third National Bank for 
15 years, and has always ranked high as a faithful 
and efficient officer, He was at one time engaged 
in outside business as a partner of his father, but 
he gave this up upon demand of the bank officers, 
It is stated, however, that he got into trouble sev- 
eral years ago, and has sp ted a great deal in 
options and mining schemes since then, with a 
view to retrieving his fortune, using the bank's 
money for that purpose; but his operations were 
unsuccessful and his losses continuous. 

A warrant was sworn out by President Thomas 
E. Tutt, of the Third National Bank, this morning, 
against Mr. Owen. It charges him with the em- 


» bezzlement of $100,000, President Tutt also filed an 


attachment suit in the civil courts against property 
owned by Owen to the amount of $70,000. Owen's 
bond is fof $30,000, and the sureties are responsible 
parties, so that the loss to the bank will, after all, 
not be great. A heart-rending scene occurred in the 
calaboose this morning when Owen's sister visited 
him. She broke down completely, threw herself 
on his breast, and wept bitterly. Owen was un- 
manned and fainted. It now appears that Owen 
was a silent partnerin the firm of Oby Owen & 
Co., in which his father was the active partner, 
and it is presumed that (he money was lost through 
this tirm. Owen's father, however, states positive- 
y this morning that the money was not used by 
the firm, and that he is ignorant of how his son 
used it. Owen confesses that his defalcations have 
extended over 10 years.

Kefined sugar has cde- 
clined. Spices are quiet. White pepper has ad- 
vanced. 


LivERPOOL, June 23,—A leading weekly 
grain circular says: ‘The continuous wet weather 
strengthens the wheat trade. Many markets are 
Gd. dearer. Cargoes off the coast are firmly held 
and scarce. For wheat after Tuesday there was a 
good inquiry, and prices were rather higher. Corn 
was strong and 8d. dearer. ‘There was a moderate 
attendance at to-day’s market and prices were 
firm. Wheat was active, reds fetching full prices 
and whites being 1d. higher. Flour was quiet but 
firm. Corn was in small supply and large consump- 
tive demand and the advance was maintained.”’ 

This week's circular of the Liverpool Cotton 
Brokers’ Association says: ‘‘Coetton has been in 
increased demand, with an unusually large busi- 
ness, ‘There was considerable advance in long 
stapled. Other kinds are about 44d. higher. There 
was a very large business in American, In Sed 
Island there was a large business, chiefly in Florida, 
at anadvance of id.

the prospect is splendid for a big crop, In the 


eastern part of the State steady hot weather is 
needed to seoure even a moderate crop. The wheat 
and oats are in splendid condition. 

CuHICcAGO, June 23.—A prominent grain man 
said to-day that the present prospect for the corn 
crop, according to extensive adviees which he had 
received, were that it would not yield as heavily as 
usual, but that the large acreage would prevent 
any scarcity. With good weather in July and 
August the yleld will be bountiful. 


PETERSBURG, Va., June 23,—The first lot of 
this year’s crop of wheat raised in Virginia has 
been received here. It was raised in Chesterfield 
County, near this city, and is held at $1 50 per 
bushel. Reports from ail parts of the State repre- 
sent the wheat crop as the best known in years. 


Str. Paut, Minn., June 23.—The mills at 
Minneapolis are only running on about one-sixth 
eapacity, the supply ot wheat being insufficient to 
keep them running full. This state of affairs, how- 
ever, is not unusual at this time of year.

Kiyasrree, §. C., June 23,—Anderson Sin- 
gleton, Lucinda Teasdale, Abram Anderson, anc 
Boston Singletary, all colored, were hanged here 
to-day. The first two were convicted of the mur- 
der of Phaebe Teasdale, the wife of Anderson Sin- 
gieton and the half-sister of Lucinda Teasdale, on 
Jan, 12last. Singletary and Anderson were con- 
victed of robbery and arson on March 12 last. The 
execution was conducted within the jail inclosure, 
but a crowd of about 2,000 persons were in the 
town.

AQUATIO'OON2ESTS AT PHILADEL- 


PHIA AND-ST. LOUIS. 
THE-CHILDS CHALLENGE CUP WON BY THE 
UNIVERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA—CON- 
TESTS AT THE MISSISSIPPI VALLEY RE- 
GATTA. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 23.—The inter-colle- 
giate four-oared race for the Childs Challenge Cup 
took place a few minutes after 6 o’clock this even- 
ing over the national course, Schuylkill River, the 
distance being one mile andahalf. The partici- 
pants were crews of Princeton College and the 
University of Pennsylvania, The University got the 
best of the start, and at the half-mile led by halfa 
length, rowing in fine form. They increased their 
lead to one length at the mile, and won the race by 
two lengths in 9:32. The Princeton's time was 9:36, 


The University had the faverite position on the 
west side and took the lead at the start, Princeton 
rowing 40 strokes to the minute and the Univerity 
88 strokes, For an eighth of amile the race was 
close, the University having an advantage of only 
halfalength. Both crews steered well, but the 
stroke of the Princetons appeared rather ragged. 
At that point the Princeton crew bent to their oars 
with a show of extraordinary exertion. This was, 
however, without effect, for when the half-mile 
was reached there was no change in position. 
Meanwhile, the Untuersity men had reduced their 
stroke to 36, and at this rate rowed to 
the head of the island, which marks one 
and one-eighth miles. Gradually the Princeton 
men crept up on their opponents, and at this 

oint, with only the distance of a bow’s length be- 
ween them, the excitement had become intense, 
Then the University crew for the first time in- 
creased its stroke, and soon left the Princetons 
tugging away with a length andahait of clear 
water between them. From this time the race 
was settled beyond doubt, the University boat 
crossing the line two lengths ahead, in 9:32. Prince- 
ton’s time—9:36. The oarsmen had to contend 
with a head-wind, considering which the time was 
‘considered fair. The Princeton stroke, George 
Howell, fainted just as the University boat crossed 
the line at the finish. 


Sr. Louis, June 23.—About 2,000 persons 
were in the grand stand and at other points along 
the shore of the Creve Coeur Lake to witness the 
regatta to-day. The first race, a junior double, 
had only two entries, both from the Burlington 
Club, and was oo arow-over for Hughes and 
Henry, their competitors reserving themselves for 
the next contest.

PrrTsBURG, June 28.—There is nothing new 
in the iron situation to-day. Both sides continue 
firm and express their intention of holding out, 
In regard to the action of the molders in resolving 
todo no work for Withrow & Gordon, of New- 
Castie, Penn., several proprietors of foundries who 
were interviewed said they would take no more 
contracts from that firm, as they had no desire to 
enter into astruggle with the workmen. Affairs 
at the non-union mills are running smoothly and 


without disturbance from the strikers, In mining 
matters nothing new has developed within the 
last 48 hours. It1s said that the Mansfield people 
will take steps to get the miners’ camp beyond the 
borough limits. The miners assert that they will 
hold their ground until the owner of the property 
requests them to leave. 


CLEVELAND, June 23,—President Jarrett, of 
the Amalgamated Association, arrived here to-day 
and called to talk with President Chisholm, of the 
Cleveland Rolling Miil Company, but Mr. Chisholm 
refused to have a conference with him. A large 
meeting of strikers was held to-night in the Eight- 
eenth Ward, at which Mr. Jarrett made a speeeh. 
He said that the contest is not so much to make 
the rolling mill company sign the scale as to com- 
pel a recognition of the union. He declared that 
protection is for the benefit of the manufacturers 


and not the workmen. He encouraged the strikers 
to hold out. 


CoxsackKIg£, N. Y., June 23.—The Italian la- 
borers on the West Shore and Buffalo Railway, 
who demand wages due and increase of pay, have, 
headed by their leader and interpreter, Frank 
Cava, taken possession of the tools, chained the 
locomotive, and threatened the life of Contractor 
Scully or of any one who interferes wiin them un- 
til their demands are granted.

HE.REPLIES TO CHARGES MADE BY 
MR. MATTHEW HARRIS. 
‘NOGULF BETWEEN PARNELL AND HIMSELD 
—NOT IN FAVOR OF DISCORD AND piw 
UNION—HE HAS NOT GONE BACK ON nm 

PRINCIPLES. 


Michael! Davitt, the founder of the Iris) 
Land League, addressed a very large audience last 
evening in the Catholic Institute, Jersey City, and 
again defined his position with regard to the Iris 
land question. The principal portion of his speech, 
however, was devoted toa reply to the bitter attack 
made upon him by Matthew Harris in a letter 
to the Dublin Freeman's Journal. While 
Mr. Davitt was speaking, uniformed bodies of men 
calied the Davitt Rifles and the Hibernian Rifleg 
marched into the hall and took seats on the plat 
form. Charles 8. Parnell’s mother, the Rev. Dr, 
McGlynn, of St. Stephen’s Church, in this City, 
and Mr. Redmond, Mr. Davitt’s secretary, alse sai 
near the speaker. Peter McAllister acted as Chair 
man, and introduced Mr. Davitt in a few words. 
Before the Irish leader could begin his speech 
& young man ran up to the platform and in- 


sisted upon reading an address to Mr, Davitt 
ou behaif of “the Jersey City working men.” Mr, 
Davitt had tohelp the Chairman to suppress the ine 
trader. Mr. Davitt said he was sorry that Mr. Har- 
ris and his other opponents had not had the manii< 
ness to attack him when he was in Ireland and 
could defend himself. Mr. Harris charged that the 
course the speaker was pursuing would causa 
disunion, and he knew it would do so, but 
he loved his project better than he loved 
union. This was untrue. Mr. Davitt wad 
accused of trying to float his project under false 
colors. Where were the false colors? Had the 
speaker not been outspoken enough in Liverpool, 
New-York, Boston, Albany, and elsewhere? In 
reply to Mr. Harris’s assertion that there was a 
wide gulf between Mr. Davitt and Mr. Parnell. tna 
speaker quoted from Mr. Parnell’s speeched 
indorsing him, and said he would rather 
take Parnell’s opinion of his feelings than 
to accept tne interpretation putfupon those 
opinions by Mr. Harris. The istteragain asked 
why there should not be a full and complete 
union. Was that not the very a— se speaker 
had been working for and tookin hand the mo 
ment he reached New-York? He left lreland to da 
that work. Mr. Harris declared that, however high 
Mr. Davitt’s motives might be, his actions since hig 
releaso were such as to cause discord and disunion 
throughout the whole Irish race, This was, said 
Mr. Davitt, a cool and deliberate fa!sehood. 
The sveaker, after his release from Portland 
Prison, went to London with Parnell and 
Dillon, and in a few hours came the news 
of the terrible and cowardly crime at Phenix 
Park. He felt it his duty to put on the harne-¢ 
again, although only a few hours out of jail. Hae 
at once proposed to Paraell the issuance of the 
Land League manifesto to the Irish people, and ha 
was responsible for every word of that document. 
If he had to do it over again he would, After that 
ne had to face the English press, because the paperg 
wanted to fasten the Dublin crime on the Land 
League. Whenhis slanderers were crouching in 
fear and hiding in Paris and elsewhere, he con- 
vinced the English people that the Land League 
was not responsible for that crime, and that who- 
ever aimed that dagger aimed !t at the heart of the 
Land League. He told the Whig Government that if 
it thought the Land League would lower its flag on¢ 
inch because Parnell had forced concessions from 
Gladstone it was mistaken. Had he remained 
silent, like Harris, and gone to Paris, he would not 
have been slandered. He knew that had he not 
delivered his Manchester speech he would not 
have been a ticket-of-leave man, but he would 
have had a free pardon. He spurned any 
offer the Government could make to go back 
on the principles of his life-time. From the 
hour of his release from Portland Prisog 
uatil the present moment he had b3en working fos 
Ireland. Harris was a man who had never mounted 
a platform to defend the Land League. Harris ay 
serted that ** Mr. Davitt launched forth in precisely 
the same manner as O’Connor Power had previ 
ously done.”” Had the speaker ever gone inte the 
british Parliament and asked the British Govern: 
ment for office,tas O'Connor Power had done! 
O'Connor Power was a traitor. 

Mr. Davitt contended that he should be criticised 
for what he really said, not for what was impu ed 
tohim. The attacks upon him were made behind 
his back while he was crossing the Atlantic te 
work for Ireland’s cause. They were false charges, 
made in furtherance of a plain and palpable con- 
spiracy to have him set upon by the Nationalists 
when he reached this country. But the conspiracy 
had failed, and the conspirators wereto be hoisted 
by their own petard. Mr. Davitt exonerated 
Mr. Parnell from any part in the conspiracy. 
and said: “If I find [I am again called on 
to defend myself against such false charges, I shail 
feel it my duty to resign from the Land Leacue 
and retire into that obscurity from which I first 
emerged 15 years ago.” The speaker read extracts 
from the Manchester speech, and said that in 
that speech he expressed only his individual 
preference. He did not call on the whole Irish 
people to show the same preference. He believed 
one Engiand in Ireland was better than two 
Englands, for Irish landlordism was an infameugs 
institution. The present was the most opportune 
time for the settlement of the Anglo-Irish question, 
and the best and only settlement was the self-zov- 
ernment of Ireland—self-government by an Irish 
Parliament. Would the speaker's enemies 
have the manliness to admit what no one 
could deny, that this was what he pro- 
posed? He had no different feelings for different 
classes of Irishmen. He believed he had done 
something forthe tenant farmers, but there were 
laborers and artisans in Ireland for whom nothing 
had been done, These men had helped to build up 
the Land League, Was the speaker to be blamed 
for trying to get them somerelief? He had demand- 
ed the land of Ireland for Irishmen, not for 
aclass of Irishmen. Mr. Davitt read a letter from 
a writer in London, whose name he withheld, to a 
prominent Nationalist in America warning the 
latter against the speaker, and said there was not 
in Lreland or America one Nationalist in one hun- 
dred who would go on any platform and attack 
him. Let any fair-minded Land Leaguer ask him- 
self if all this talk of one or two men in Ire- 
land about disunion was in the interest of union. 
Was there not. a snake in the grass? Mr. Davitt 
thanked God he was soon going back to Ireland, 
where he could denounce his slanderers to their 
faces. He adhered to every word he had 
uttered, he said. and had never said a single word 
that would tend to discord or to impair confidence 
in Parneil. The attack upon him was the work 
of men who hud done their best to break up the 
Land League in Ireland, and who were its deadly 
enemies. They attacked him behind his back be- 
cause he had the courage to tell the English Gov- 
ernment that the fag of the Land League would 
never be lowered. They were in London doing 
nothing while he was using these words. 

Mr, Davitt was constantly interrupted by vigor- 
ous cheering, and when he sat down the audience 
rose and cheered until they were hoarse. The young 
man who had been suppressed read an address on 
behalf of the “ Irish Laborers’ League,” denying 
the right of any man to the ownership of land, and 
in reply Mr. Davitt said he adhered to the doctrines 
laid down by Bishop Nulty. The Rev. Dr. McGlynn 
made an earnest speech in support of Mr. Davitt, 
Mrs. Parnell and Mr. Redmond made brief remarks, 
and then the big audience dispersed. 
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“THE FOINEST PISANTRY” AT HOME 
AND ABROAD, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Mr. Michael Davitt in his Boston speech 
says: “ Landlordism, as it stands to-day, is a mis- 
take, a complete and unmitigated failure, and it 
has resulted in the peasantry being compelled to 
live in one-roomed huts, exist on inferior diet,”” &c. 
if the above evils be the result of landlordism in 
Ireland, how does the distinguished gentleman re- 
concile the condition ef the poorer classes in this 
country, the majority of whom are living in pre- 
cisely the same manner, and who are exempt from 
landlordism for the excellent reason that they have 
become “squatters.” If Mr. Davitt will visit the 
outskirts of this and neighboring cities he will 
discover vast settlements such as he de- 
scribes, with the one-roomed hut and the 
traditional pig under the bed. These people, as a 
class, earn fair wages, and vet they content them- 
selves with the primitive style of the ‘* owld sod,” 
and seemingly in blissful ignorance of the luxuries 
of life.

THE REDUCTION OF TAXES 


DISCUSSING INTERNAL REVENUE 
METHODS IN THE HOUSE. 
DEMOCRATS ATTACKING THE $17,000,000 
REDUCTION BILL AND THE WHOLE 
REVENUE SYSTEM—MR. HEWITT SPEAKS 


ON TAXATION AND THE LABOR QUESTION. 
WASHINGTON, June 23.—The debate on the 
bill reducing internal taxes was continued in the 
House to-day, Mr. Stephens, of Georgia, being the 
first speaker, He said the bill was right as far as it 
went, but it did not go nearly as faras he would 
have wished. He thought that the entire internal 
revenue system ovght to be abolished. Internal 
taxes, except in time of war, were anti-Republican 
and anti-Democratio, They were in opposition to 
the general policy of this Government; they were 
of British origin, and had always been viewed with 
British odium. The best way to raise revenue was 
by import duties. They bore less heavily on tax- 
payers, and that was what legislators ought to look 
to. 

Mr, Kasson, of Iowa, said that at the beginning 
of the session the Committee of Ways and Means 
had determined that the revenue of the country 
could be safely reduced, and two modes had been 
presented tn which the reduction could be accom- 
plished, One was to attack the tariff system ate 
once bya reduction which might, or might not, 
have the effect of decreasing the revenue. The 
committee had felt that it could not attack the 
tariff without disturbing business, and had, there- 
tore, brought in the Commission bill and provided 
a means of learning what duties could most safely 
be reduced. The other mode was to reduce inter- 
nal taxation, and this the bill, in his judgement, 
wisely sccomplished. He hoped that a further re- 
juction could be made at the next session. He did 
pot like the establishment of whisky saloons all 
pver the United States, and he did not want the 
sovernment to become permanently dependent 
apon whisky shops for its revenue. For that 
reason he would gladly see the day come when the 
mntire legislation on the whisky ‘interest might be 
turned over to the States. 

Mr. Wilson, of West Virginia, spoke in support 
of two amendments which he proposed to offer— 
the one striking out the clause abolishing the tax 
on bank capital, the otker forbidding national 
banks to charge or receive any interest, discount, 
or exchange exceeding the rate of 6 per cent. per 
annum, for the lending of any money, or in the 
fixcount of any bill, note, or other obligation. 

Mr. Willis, of Kentucky, argued in support of an 
amendment previding that alcohol and other spir- 
its to be used in the manipulation of tobacco and 
in other industrial pursuits shall be free of tax. 

Mr, Kelley, of Pennsylvania, said that while he 
wished that the arts conld have free alcohol, the 
tax upon the article could not be abolished as long 
as it was maintained on spirits. 

Mr, Dunnell, of Minnesota, thought that it was an 
error for Congress to begin now a repeal of laws 
affecting the internal revenue; and that gentle- 
men had weakened their arguments in support of 
the bill by anaouncing that at the next session 
they would seek a_ further reduction. The 
countiy had yet a large public debt which 
the people did not desire to perpetuate. 
lle could not foresee a surplus of $100,000,000 in 
the Treasury during the next year, or anything 
nearly approaching that sum. ‘The Secretary of 
the Treasury had estimated that there would bea 
purplys of $59,000,000, and he preferred to hold to 
the estimate rather than to the loose statement 
that it would amount to $150,000,000. It must be 
remembered that Congress at this session would 
appropriate more money by tens of militons of 
flollars than had ever before been appropriated by 
the American Congress in time of peace. It would 
be found, when the work of the session had been 
completed, that the appropriations would very 

sly consume, Over Lhe estimates, the estimated 
surplus in the Treasury. The House had refused to 
revise the tariff and thus relieve the masses of the 
people of the burdens of taxation, but now it was 
proposed to relieve dealers in whisky and tobacco, 
to relieve bankers and their capital, and to relieve 
those who could best bear the burden. 

Mr. Hewitt, of New-York, referred to the large 
pumber of workmen throughout the eountry who 
were refusing to work, and considered the causes 
which led to the extensive strikes now in progress, 
In only a few cases had any reduction in wages 
been proposed. The genera! demand was for an 
increase of wages, and the ground on which the 
demand was placed was that the workman found 
himself unable to support bimself and his family 
with the wages he was now receiving. He (Mr, 
Hewitt) had personally given considerable atten- 
tion to this grievance and had discovered that it 
was weil founded. ‘The rise in the prices of neces- 
earies of life during the last year had been so great 
that the working people had found that they were 
being reduced from a condition of comparative 
comfort to one of comparative want. What was 
found upon the other hand? While the demand 
by the employes was a just one, the employers 
were unable to concede it. They would be glad 
to pay higher wages if they were able. They re 
because concession would simply destroy 
their capital. The conflict, then. was one which 
t was impossible to settle either by the ac- 
tion of the employe or the employer on 
any just principle of compromise. Relief 
must come from some quarter. if Congress could 
show that there was a beavy hand, like the hand 
of a bandit, taking out of the earnings of labor and 
tapital unnecessary contributions: if it could find 
that such a levy was made on the products of in 
gpustry, and that that levy was unnecessary, then, 
fo far as it had the power, it should proceed with 
ppeea, it should go on the express train of legisla- 
tion, in order to remove the evils which were sap- 
ping the very roots of the comfort and the peace 
of the people. Congress was told by the Secretary 
pf the Treasury that more money was coming in 
than was needed, and 
syivania (Mr. Kelley) said that the surplus would 
amount to $137,000,000; $137,000,000 distributed 
among the working men would relieve them of 
jhe evil which had brought on all this trouble and 
fisoraer, Who was here resisting taxation? The 
Democrats had come to Congress asking a reduc- 
tion of the tariff, but that question had been re- 
ferred toa commission. Then they had demanded 
a reduction in internal revenue taxation and had 
been presented with a bill which took off $17,000,- 
(00 or $20,000,000, holding out the word of promise 
to the ear, but breaking it to the hope. Whom did 
this proposition relieve? It did not touch the 
working man directly, except in the single artisle 
pf matches, That was the relief which the Re- 
publican Party, charged with the respon- 
pibility of legislation, offered to the work- 
ing men, now on a universal strike because 
wages were not sufficient for their support. 
Jt wasa tubthrown tothe whale. The demand 
for a reduction in taxation had been made: it must 
be heeded—it would bethe issuein the Fall elec- 
tions. Letthat issue be fought out in the Fall 
elections. Let it be noted, that this proposition 
cid not dispense witha single office-holder. They 
were wanted as politieal emisiaries in the coming 
election, He appealed to gentlemen on the other 
pide to reduce expenditures and to take the load 
pt taxation off the over-burdened energies of the 
working people. There was only one security for 
the tax-payers and that was to keep the Treasury 
poor. Poverty of the Treasury was the wealth of 
the people, It would not permit of raising money 
for jobs; it would not permit of river and harbor 
bills of $17,000,000; it would not permit the pay- 
ment of large sums for finishing the worthless ves- 
gels on the stocks of the navy-yard. 

Mr. Seales, of North Carolina; Mr. Holman, ,of 
[ndiana; Mr. Cabell, of Virginia; Mr. Armfieid, of 
North Carolina, and Mr. McMillan, of Tennessee, 
ppnosed the bill in its present form as being a 
measure for the relief of the banker, but contain- 
Ing no adequate relief for the working man from 
the burdens of taxation under which he suffered. 
Mr. Sparks, of I linois, attacked the entire system 
of internal revenue, but announced his opposition 
to the pending bill on the ground that the burdens 
of taxation were removed from the rich and not 
from the poor. Mr. Springer, of Illinois, also ex- 
sressed his opposition to the internal revenue 
oe and criticised the Republican Party for havy- 
jong at this late day brought in this pitiful little 
measure; and he intimated that the purpose of 
making the slight reduction was that the ‘Treasury 
yight be overflowing and that extravagant appro- 
priations might be made. Retrenchmect and econ- 
omy had been scoffed and laughed at by gentlemen 
pn the other side, who would submit to nothing 
put “the old flag and an appropriation.”’ At the 
proper time he would meve to recommit the bili, 
with instructions to the Committee on babes and 
Means to report a bill abolishing all internal taxes 
and internal revenue officers, excepting a tax of 10 
per cent. on bank circulation and the laws relating 
to distilled spirits. 

This coneluded the general debate, and the com- 
mittee rose.

Hubbell, Chairman of the Republican Con- 
gressional Committee, has addressed the fol- 
lowing letter to George William Curtis: 
House or REPRESENTATIVES, | 
Wasuineton, D. C., June 22, § 
Srm: L understand that a circular signed by you 
has been sent to large numbers of persons em- 
ployed in the service of the United States, advising 
them to refrain from complying with the request 
of the Republican Congressional Committee for a 
contribution to its campaign fund. In this circular 
you state that “in the opinion of counsel, asthe 
members of the Republican Congressional Com- 
mittee are officers of the United States Govern- 
ment, all persons making contribution to 
such committee will render themselves liable 
under section 6 chapter 287 United States Statutes.” 
If it be the law that persons paying become there- 
by liable to a penalty, I, being a member of Con- 
gress and the treasurer who receives the payment, 
am also liable. Iam willing to meet you on this 
question anywhere or at any time, and to unite 
with you in requesting the President to ask an 
opinion of the Attorney-General. If you desire

Of these 251 were cast fora 
ticket of 13 persons, headed by the names of 

George Ticknor Curtis, Robert Sewell, James F. 

Pierce, and Douglas Campbell. For an opposing 

ticket, upon which the best-known names were 

those of Origen Vanderburgh and Hiram Calkins, 

193 votes were cast. The Inspectors of Election— 

one of them being George Ticknor Curtis,and others 


said to be persons employed in the offiee of Mr. 
Sewell—announced that the Curtis-Sewell ticket 
had been elected, and filed a certificate to that effect 
in the office of the County Clerk, Mr. Vanderburgh 
has prayed the Supreme Court to overrule the ac- 
tion of the Inspectors, and, notwithstamding an in- 
ferential assault upon the legal status of the com- 
pany, to declare that the ticket for which he voted 
was clected, and that he, Hiram Calkins, and five 
other persons are its rightful Directors for the eur- 
rent year. The controversy is set down for argu- 
ment in Supreme Court, Chambers, on July 3, 

In his petition to the court Mr, Vanderburgh says 
that the Broadway Underground Connecting Rail- 
Way Company was organized on May 27, 1880, with 
a capital stock of $1,000,000, divided into 10,000 
shares of $100. He was the prime mover 
in its organization. Among the corporators 
were Messrs. Sewell, Pierce, Campbeil, and 
Calkins, and they became members of the 
Board of Directors, to which Mr. Vanderburgh 
also belonged. ‘This board remained in office until 
the resuit of the election held on June 6 was an- 
nounced. Nomeetingof the stockholders of the 
company was called until March last, although the 
law provides for the holding of such a meeting and 
election within a year after the organization of 
the company. Mr. Vanderburgh says that in 
addition to the 25 shares subscribed for at its 
organization, the company, prior to about the 
middle of March, 1882, had issued only 180 
shares of its stock, These were issued to him, 
and his interest in the company thus became 
represented by 190 shares, nine of which he 
had purchased from corporators of the company. 
On March 8, 1882, at a meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors, he says, he offered a resolution providing 
for an election of Directors, but it was promptly 
laid upon the table. At a subsequent meeting two 
bills were presented by Messrs, Sewell & Pierce, 
and Campbell & Paige for legal services. The 
former firm asked for $10,000 and the latter for 
$15,000. The bills were audited and allowed, and, 
as the lawyers were willing to take paid-up 
stock in settlement of their claims, 100 shares were 
issued to Messrs. Sewell & Pierce and 150 shares to 
Messrs. Campbell & Paige. Mr. Vanderburgh as- 
serts that as no meeting of stockholders nor elec- 
tion for Directors was held within the time fixed by 
law, the only persons entitled to vote at the eleoc- 
tion of June 6were those who held stock at the 
close of the first year of the company’s existence, 
and who were recorded as such holders on March 
1, 1882. He insists that Messrs. Sewell, Campbell, 
and Curtis had no legal right to vote upon the 
stock issued to the first named two or their firms, 
and that, leaving the votes of these three gentle- 
men out of consideration as invalid, only three 
legal votes were cast for the ticket which the In- 
spectors of Election declared to have been elected. 
The result was, therefore, that the ticket for 
which he voted was elected, as 193 legal votes were 
deposited for it. 

The petitioner says that he invited Messrs. Sew- 
ell and Campbell to assist him with their profes- 
sional knowledge, and that they became Directors 
of the company upon this understanding, and the 
further promise that they would not charge the 
company for their services, unless it procured the 
right to construct a railroad under Broadway from 
Park-place to Union-square. Asa further consid- 
eration for their assistance to him, he says, he gave 
Mr. Sewell $100,000 of the paid-up stock of the 
New-York Underground Railway Company and 
Mr. Campbell $25,000 of similar stock. This com- 
pany was organized in; September, 1880, to carry 
into effect franchises which he (Vanderburgh) 
owned for the construction of subterranean rall- 
roads in Broadway from Park-place to the Battery 
and from Fourteenth-street and Union-square to 
Central Park, and under Fourth-avenue from 
Union square to Forty-second-street. The broadway 
Underground Connecting Rallway is to be the con- 
necting link of this system. Mr. Vanderburgh 
charges that Messrs. Sewell and Campbell .wrong- 
fully presented to the Broadway Underground 
Connecting Railway Company the bills upon which 
they received 250 shares of its stock, and that they 
seek to obtain control of that company in disre- 
gard of their duty toward him.

LIGHT ON THE 


MOFFAT NEIL. 

About six months ago the pulpit of the 
Firat Presbyterian Church in Brooklyn, Eastern Dis- 
trict, being without a minister, the services were 
accepted, temporarily, of the Rey. R. Moffat Nell 
Mr. Neil’s preaching pleased the congrega- 
tion, and the subject of calling him _per- 
manently to the pulpit was discussed by 
leading members of the church, Before doing 
80, however, it was deemed wise to make some In- 


vestigation as to the antecedents of Mr. Nell. The 
result was not satisfactory. In 1878 Mr. Neil, or 
Neill, as he then spelled his name, was Pastor of a 
Congregational Church in Billerica, Mass. He was 
tried at that time by a Congregational council and 
convicted of having falsely represented, when he 
came to this country from England, that he was 
ordained, and of having forged the certificate of 
ordination presented by him to the church. The 
enterprising Neil next turned up as an Episcopali- 
anclergymanin Fall River, Mass., andin a short 
time was silenced by Bishop Paddock. The fact 
was published in the Boston Journal, and drew 
from Neil a ecard of denial. Bishop Paddock then 
wrote to the Journal a letter which contaius the 
following passages: 

“T cannot conscientiously allow such a seeming de- 
nialof Mr. Neli’s gross misconduct in sacred things 
and bis long continued dishonesty to pass unnoticed, 
lest other Christian people and socleties may suffer in 
the future as nota few have in the past. Your first 
item is true in every word, unless, possibly, in the 
name ‘Baptist.’ Mr. O'Neill (his true name) began his 
career in this country not later than 187%, since which 
time he has served Congregational, Presbyterian, Bap- 
tist, and Episcopal churches in fouror five States be 
tween Vermont and Iowa. * * * He has re- 
peatedly made use of forged letters of or- 
dination, and also a forged letter of rec- 
ommendation, and through these has gotten 
places and salary as a lawful minister of the Word 
and Sacraments. * * * Were this man really pent- 
tent and had his wretched past been burned it were 
perhaps charity to be silent. (But by his denial and 
explanation as above quoted it would seem that his 
old attitude is to be defended and his claim to honesty 
maintained. I judge it, therefore, my duty—and the 
duty of the religious papers also—to see to It that this 
iniquitous course be so exposed that falsehood and 
forgery may be arrested, and that the deceiver may 
henceforth find it impossible to be counted anywhere 
ag a true ‘ambassador of Chriat.’" : 

Mr. Neil has not yet made any statement to the 
Elders of the chureh in reference to these charges, 
but he will be heard before a meeting soon to be 
called for that purpose. Since the examination of 
hia past record commenced he has preached sev- 
eral pointed sermons on the necessity for forgive- 
ness when the{repentance of the sinner {s sincere. 
He is also reported to have said that he once In- 
curred the enmity of a man in Vermont who 
swore to have revenge, and who, Neil claims, has 
followed him from place to place and made up 
stories about him that are without foundation. 
mr. Nell is paid $28 a week for filling the pulpit of 
the First Presbyterian Church.

A SHOT WHICH DID NOT KILL. 


Three months ago Carl Kirsberg came to 
this City from Germany ‘‘ to seck a fortune,” as he 


expressed it. He was only 25 years old. His 
perents were wealthy and his education good. _He 
rought letters of introduction to prominent Ger- 
men citizens of New-York and was admitted to 

society. But in a business way be was un- 


fortunate. The funds which he brought with him 
were soon exhausted, and though he endeavored 
to secure employment he was unsuccessful, and on 
Thursday he said to an acquaintance that he was 
tempted to end his struggles by suicide. He de- 
clared that he was too proud to write home to his 
family that he had failed in his purpose “ to seek 
a fortune.”’ Quite recently he frequented Wall- 
street almost constantly. Yesterday afternoon he 
walked into the hallway leading into brokers of- 
fices at No. 44 Exchange-place, drewa revolver in 
ths presence of a number of persons, said nothing 
but pointed the pistol at his head and fired.

It is hardly doubtful that the President’s 
reply to the petition for a respite of Gut- 
TEAU’S sentence will be unfavorable, though 
opinions in Washington appear to be about 
equally divided on the subject.

Meanwhile, there is 
some satisfaction in reflecting that to-day 
will, in all probability, see the last of the at- 
tenxpts to save the life of GARFIELD’s as- 
gassi Nn. 


#ne United States own five iron-clads of 
the ‘‘ monitor’? class which have already 
cost the people over five millions of dollars, 
and to complete which, according to 
the plans of the Navy Department and 
the estimates of the contractors in 
‘whose hands they now are, will 
need as many millionsmore. It is extreme- 
ly doubtful whether, when completed, 
these ships could be ranked as fighting 
machines of the second class; it is cer- 
tain that for purposes of defense against 
even such a power as Chili they 
would be absolutely worthless. Yet the 
Naval Appropriation bill, as reported, con- 
tains an item of one million of dollars to be 
used, after a not very clearly defined fash- 
jon, in advancing our five. monitors a step 
or two toward completion. . Whether this 
resolution be the product of ignorance 
or jobbery, it is equally deserving of 
defeat. The hulks about whose future Mr. 
Ropxson and his friends appear to have be- 
come suddenly anxious are as much out of 
date as the methods of naval administration 
which made their history what itis. The 
Government will find‘ cause to rue 
any attempt to make these vessels effective 
ships of war as certainly as the Republicans 
jn Congress will make a disastrous blunder 
if they agree to saddle on their party the 
responsibility of continuing the series of 
jobs which have made the monitors a by- 


‘word and a reproach. 


AL ERIM UEOIT TS 

Gen. Grorcr Sronzrman has been nomi- 
ymated for Governor by the California Demo- 
rrats, after a long and heated contest in con- 
vention. This isa novel departure for the 
Democracy of the Golden State, as they 
Jhave left all of the ‘‘old line” politicians 
g.nd have taken up a new man who has not 
been conspicuous in politics, but who is un- 
flerstood to be ‘‘ well fixed’’ so far as pecun- 
jary availability is concerned. Gen. SToNE- 
man is regarded as an old Californian, 
although he has been a permanent resident 
pf the State only since 1871, when he 
was placed on the retired list of the 
United States Army, with the rank 
of Colonel. He is a graduate of the 
Military Academy, and served almost 
continuously in California and Oregon 
from the close of the Mexican war until 
1855. Very soon after the conclusion of the 
civil war he was assigned to a command in 
Arizona, which he held until he was retired. 
Since that time he has devoted himself to 
agricultural pursuits in the County of Los 


Angeles, Cal., and has been very successful, 


In his-ventures, Gen. StoreMan’s political 
experience has been limited, and the Cali- 
fornia Democrats have had a terror of him 
as “acrank” who might do much mischief 
In his own party if he should ever break 
Joose and manage things in his own way. 
Whe gallant General has made « good besin- 
eae 


ning by abusing the candidates whom he has 
defeated. 


The railroad companies are brought face 
to face with a new responsibility in refusing 
to employ men at adequate wages to handle 
their freight. The whole business of this 
City is under a virtual blockade, which can- 
not continue without entailing enormous 
losses. The railroads hold certain fran- 
chises on condition of performing certain 
services for the public. They are bound 
to receive and deliver freight with reason- 
able dispatch, and they have no justification 
in neglecting that obligation on account of 
a difficulty with their workmen over a pica- 
yune affair of three cents an hour more or 
less for wages. They are practically in the 
position of contractors with the public for 
the performance of certain work, and they 
should perform it at whatever reasona- 
ble cost. Unquestionably the demands of 
the ,freight-handlers are reasonable, but 
aside from that question the obligations 
of the railroad companies to fulfill 
their contracts with the publicare clear, and 
if there is no means of enforcing them the 
sooner that lack is supplied the better. 
These corporations will not better their posi- 
tion in public estimation by continuing this 
shameful neglect of duty and involving the 
entire community in embarrassment and 
loss. 





The circular of the New-York Civil Ser- 
vice Association has elicited a challenge and 
a protest from Mr. Jay A. Huspse.t, Chair- 
man and Treasurer of the Republican Con- 
gressional Committee. Leaving Mr. Cur- 
Tis and his associates to deal with the 
somewhat truculent invitation of Mr. Hun- 
BELL, there is something to be said on be- 
half of the Government employes who have 
been asked to contribute 2 per cent. of 
their salaries to the campaign fund of 
the Congressional Committee. The fact has 
not been sufliciently recognized that Mr. 
HvsBBELL’s demand isa comparative novelty 
in campaign assessment. The Congressional 
Committee has always received contributions 
from the higher class of public officers, 
either in the shape of personal subscriptions 
or of money collected by them from mem- 
bers of the party outside of the Government 
service. But no such systematic levy has 
ever been attempted, without respect to 
the position or remuneration of the office- 
holder, as that embodied in Mr. HuBBELL’s 
circular. Government employes, great and 
small, have been long accustomed to regard 
one assessment a year as inevitable, but if 
the Hubbell plan is to be made a precedent, 
they will at least every second year become 
liable for two. Some few months hence will 
come the usual invitation of the State 
Committee for a contribution to ‘‘the 
cause,’” with whose success the office- 
holder associates the perpetuity of his 
tenure. That will certainly not be made 
any less than usual because of the contribu- 
tion previously given to the Congressional 
Committee, which thus assumes the charac- 
ter of an extortion, in resisting which the 
civil service reformers will have the unqual- 
ified support of the persons who are ex- 
pected to submit to it. There is an excel- 
lent opportunity here for President Ar- 
THUR, than whom no man is more familiar 
with long-established usage in such cases, to 
interpose on behalf of men who regard Hus- 
BELL’s circular as mandatory because of its 
presumed indorsement by the Executive. 


REDUCTION OF NATIONAL TAXES. 

The effort to pass a bill for the reduction 
of internal revenue taxes is heavily handi- 
capped by the foolish postponement of a re- 
vision of the tariff. The debate of the last 
two days in the House of Representatives 
shows that many members appreciate the 
fact that national taxation is weighing upon 
the industries of the country and that there 
is a growing demand for relief, but no argu- 
ment can be found to prove that any 
considerable relief can come from a re- 
moval of internal taxes. Mr. Hewitt yes- 
terday called attention to the fact that discon- 
tent among workmen is increasing and show- 
ing itself in strikes for higher wages, The 
difficulty arises from the high cost of living, 
which is not accompanied by large profits in 
business. The case of the working men is 
one of real hardship, but employers are not 
1n & position to meet it by liberal concessions 
in the matter of wages, because it is 
claimed, the profit: upon capital does 
not admit of it. While this is the 
state of things the Government is taking 


many millions beyond its legitimate needs 
from the resources of the people, and mak- 
ing extravagant appropriations to use up its 
surplus. But the burden upon industry, the 
pressure which bears so heavily upon the 


working people in consequence of high 
prices, isnot measured by the} millions taken 
by the Government. High duties upon 
necessaries of life compel the people, indeed, 
to pay a heavy tribute to’ the Treasury, but 
they compel them to pay another many 
times as heavy in the aggregate to favored 
capitalists at home. It is not simply the 
extravagant prices of foreign products oc- 
casioned by the duties that make the cost of 
living so high, but the extravagant prices of 
home products as well, which the duties en- 
able manufacturers to exact. 

Congressmen appear to realize that the 
high cost of living and the hardships of labor 
and business are connected in some way 
with the heavy taxation maintained by the 
Government, but most of them shrink from 
examining that connection closely. They are 
tinkering just now with the internal revenue 
system, but they are unable to show that the 
prices of the articles taxed under that system 
have any material effect upon the cost of the 
necessaries of life or upon the condition of 
general industries. With the single excep- 
tion of friction matches, none of them can 
be rated as necessarizs of life at all. The 
taxes upon bank capital and deposits are 
a burden upon the operations of business 
which have a close relation with all 
industries and all prices, so far as their ef- 
fects go, but the shallow demagogues who 
oppose their removal seem unable to get rid 
of the idea that they concern banks and 
bankers only. They speak of them as the 
burdens of the rich. But it is as plain as 
the light of day that if national taxation is 
the cause of the high prices of the necessaries 
of life, and consequently of the hardships 
from which the laborers of the country are 
suffering and which the employers of labor 
are forced to share, it must be that part of 

taxation which forces up the price 


of general commodities; in other words, the 
tariff. And yetthe revision and reduction 
of the tariff has been shirked by turning it 
over to acommission, most of whose mem- 
bers are interested in maintaining some of 
the most burdensome duties, and Congress 
is thrown back upon the internal revenue 
system as a source of relief. 


Striking off the tax on matches will afford 
relief in one small item. The removal of 
that on banking facilities will remove a 
slight pressure upon business and industry, 
which affects labor indirectly quite as much 
as it does capital. The tax on perfumery, 
cosmetics, and proprietary medicines is a 
matter of comparatively small concern, 
though it is in no sense a burden on the 
people who most need relief. Then little 
remains besides the large items of liquor and 
tobacco. Many ponderous arguments upon 
the burdens which the people are forced to 
endure and which bear with crushing 
weight upon their industrial condition 
end with a proposition to abolish 
the entire internal revenue system. Are we 
to infer that whisky and tobacco are prime 
necessaries of life, and that their price is a 
main factor in the cost of living? Is it be- 
cause the Government derives a considerable 
revenue from these commodities that work- 
men are unable to live on their present 
wages and employers are not in a position to 
pay them more? Unless this is in a consid- 
erable measure the case, the abolition 
of the revenue tax upon these _arti- 
cles will not afford the relief which 
Congressmen profess to be seeking 
with so much solicitude for the overbur- 
dened people. To abolish this tax would 
not only fail to give the needed relief, but it 
would so reduce the income of the Govern- 
ment as to limit very seriously the scope of 
reduction for tariff duties, from which alone 
any considerable relief can come. There is 
no doubt that the tariff might be so revised 
and adjusted as to remove many burdens 
without materially lessening the revenue 
from that source, but the revenue ought to 
be reduced, too. 

Congress put itself in a ridiculous position 
for dealing with this question of reducing the 
burden of national taxation when it turned 
the more important part of the task over to a 
commission. It left itself only the internal 
revenue system to deal with, and with that 
very little can be done to advantage. It left 
most of the arguments with which members 
are constrained to construct their laborious 
speeches without point or relevancy. If 
tariff revision is to be left out of 
consideration until a report is  ob- 
tained from the commission, there is little 
use in expatiating on the burdens of the 
people and the need of relief. The burdens 
must remain and the relief must wait until 
these nine respectable, but incompetent, 
gentlemen are heard from. The pending 
bill should pass, but there is little sense in 
talking about an entire abolition of internal 
revenue until we know what is to be done 
with the tariff. 


COMMITTEE STATES. 

The Senate Committee on Commerce is 
laboring over the River and Harbor Appro- 
priation bill this warm weather with much 
discomfort and under many embarrasments. 
Chief among the latter difficulties are the im- 
portunities of members of the House, who, 
having failed to have their axes ground by 
the House Committee on Commerce, are 
now besieging the Senate committee to set 
them right with their constituents. The 
Senate committee is made up in a curious 
manner as to its personnel, not a single 
great commercial State being represented on 
the committee. The Chairman is from Min- 
nesota, a fresh-water State, whose creeks 
and ponds may require being macadamized 
at public expense, but whose commerce is 
by no means of first-rate importance. The 
other States represented on the committee 
aro Nevada, Louisiana, Michigan, North 
Carolina, Texas, California, and Missouri. 
It need not be pretended that anything but 
‘the shrieks of locality’’ had any special in- 
fluence in determining the composition of 
the committee. The members may have 
been chosen with reference to their desires 
concerning the bill now before them, but 
not because they are familiar with com- 
merce, 


In his excellent speech on the River and 
Harbor bill, Representative Cox, of New- 
York, made a good point by showing what 
were the relations to the bill and its items of 


the “‘committee States.” By this phrase is 
meant the States represented on the House 
Committee on Commerce. These are. as 
follows: Massachusetts, New-York, Penn- 
sylvania, Maryland, Alabama, Texas, Ohio, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, California, 
Oregon, Kentucky, New-Jersey, and Louisi- 


ana. Of these States, Texas has the lion’s. 


share, $888,000 being the amount required 
to keep quiet the hungry mouths of the con- 


stituents of the Representatives of that State. 


The total amount appropriated for the so- 
called committee States is $6,744,977, or about 
three-fourths of the whole amount apipropri- 
ated for miscellaneous purposes and outside 
of the sum dedicated to the improvement of 


the Mississippi River. What will happen if 
the Senate Committee on Commerce is as 
liberal to its individual members as the 
House committec has been to its Representa- 
tives of the committee States? As we have 
seen, Minnesota, Louisiana, Michigan, Tex- 
as, and California, represented on the Sen- 
ate committee, have been taken care of 
in the House by their members in the 
Committee on Commerce. But Nevada, 
North Carolina, and Missouri are yet 
to have their chance at the bill, and they 
will have it in the Senate committee, where 
each of these States has its able representa- 
tive. If the rule adopted in the House, and 
followed for many years, shall obtain in the 
Senate, there will be four States to be pro- 
vided for in the Senate. Add to these the 
concessions possibly to be granted to anxious 
and disappointed members of the House, 
and we shall have a very large addition 
made to the bill. The Senators have al- 
ready proposed additions to the bill amount- 
ing to $2,500,000. 

As sent to the Senate, the River and Har- 
bor Appropriation bill calls for an expendi- 
ture of $17,842,875. It is intended to at- 
tempt to add to it the Hennepin Canal job, 
which will modestly begin with an appro- 
priation of one or two millions. Texas 
being the most favored State in the bill, 
Michigan comes next with an appropriation 
of €740,000; and, like Texas, Michiean has 
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a Senatorial representative on the Committee 
of Commerce as well as one on the House 
committee. The same is true of Califor- 
nia, which has the tidy sum of $613,000 to 
its credit in the House bill. Missouri, not 
having avoice in framing the bill in the 
House committee, 1s put off with a beg- 
garly $20,000. It will be a very surprising 
thing indeed if Missouri, with a Senator 
to press her claims before the Com- 
mittee on Commerce, now in charge 
of the bill, does not come out of 
the struggle with her appropriation doubled 
at least. It has been sardonically said of 
Nevada that, like a certain place reputed to 
be paved with good intentions, the State 
needs only a plenty of water and good society 
to make it one of the most delightful por- 
tions of the Republic. And yet the House 
Committee on Commerce has not provided a 
dollar for furnishing the thirsty land of sil- 
ver, sage-brush, and horned toads with the 
fluid so much needed. While Oregon, one 
of the committee States, has $458,000 to her 
credit, Nevada has not one cent. If he is a 
patriot and a benefactor to his race who 
makes two drops of water flow where only 
one flowed before, let us hope that the Ne- 
vada Senator on the Committee on Com- 
merce will establish and enlarge his reputa- 
tion by insisting that the arid alkali plains 
of his State shall be watered from—some- 
where. 


It should be borne in mind that the plan of 
changing the personnel (as to States) of the 
Senate and House Committees on Commerce 
is for the purpose of giving each State a 
chance to get in its entering wedge. Only 
very simple people believe that the annual 
appropriation for each item satisfies the re- 
quirements of that particular work. The 
committee States this year secure small ap- 
propriations for objects which next year 
must needs require big sums. Thus, Port- 
land, Me., had a Representative last year, 
and an entering wedge of $20,000. This 
year the amount appropriated is $110,- 
000. Cumberland Sound began with 
$100,000 last year, but nothing less than 
$500,000 is given this year. Michigan 
city, Ind., when it had a voice in the 
committee, got the modest sum of $45,000 
by way of a beginning. This year it is 
found that, in order to protect the work 
already begun and save what has been ex- 
pended, the sum of $170,000 is absolutely 
necessary. This is one reason why the 
annual River and Harbor Appropriation bill 
has grown from $3,947,900 to nearly $17,- 
500,000 in eleven years. Once, the appro- 
priation was made in the interests of com- 
merce. Now it is simply a steal, each State 
being allowed to get its share, provided it is 
strong enough to secure a representation on 
the Committee on Commerce or shrewd 
enough to trade with the men who represent 
committee States. 


THE GENEVA CLAIMS COURT. 


Although the act for the distribution of 
the undivided portion of the Geneva award 
fund provides for the payment of two class- 
es of claimants, and indicates the method 
of ascertaining the validity and the priority 
of the claims submitted, it by no means 
follows that the Judges of the Court of 
Commissioners' which the act estab- 
lishes will have an easy task in 
making a distribution. It will ke 
their first duty to determine in what way 
the sixth section of the act is to be applied. 
This reads: ‘‘ That in examining claims in 
either class it shall be the duty of the court 
to deduct any sum received by any claimant 
as an indemnity, dividend, set-off, or other- 
wise, so that the actual loss of such claimant 
only shall be allowed.’”” The presumption of 
Congress was—and we shall show that this 
belief was well founded—that among those 
who had filed or should hereafter file their 
claims were many who had in some way 
received satisfaction in money for the whole 
ora part of the loss incurred by them. It 
is safe to say that this ruling will apply to 
a large proportion of those who make 
claim on the score of war premium pay- 
ments, and hence the necessity on the part 
of the Judges of formulating rules for the 
government of their court which shall pre- 
vent claimants of this class from making 
what would be a profit out of the fund. 


Those who paid war premiums are divisi- 
ble into two classes, viz.: the owners of ves- 
sels and the owners of cargoes, and it is with 
the latter class that the qualifications con- 
tained in section 6 will chiefly ap- 
ply. An American importer purchased 
during the war, let us say, 1,000 
bales of jute at Calcutta or an equal num- 
ber of chests of tea at Shanghai, shipped 
them in an American vessel, paid a war pre- 
mium upon them, and now asks to be reim- 
bursed for this latter payment. So far as 
the mere payment is concerned, as this is a 
matter of record, there can be no doubt that 
in order to comply with the iaw the court 
will be compelled to inquire if this pay- 
ment constituted an actual loss, In some 
cases it might, in other cases it might not. 
To explain the illustration given above: The 
importer whose merchandise was at Cal- 
cutta had the freight market at his disposal. 
In that port, as in all of the great ports of 
the world, it was optional with him to put 
his merchandise on board of a vessel of any 
one of six or eight different nationalities. He 
could send it under the English, French, or 
German flagifhe chose. What reason, then, 
had he to select an American ship, know- 
ing at the time that the selection would in- 
volve the payment of a war premium 
amounting to perhaps 6 per cent. of the 
sum insured. No business man would 
willingly incur this gratuitous expense, But 
in the importer’s case there was no expense, 
and this is the root of the whole 
matter. During the war there were 
two classes of freight rates at all of 
the great shipping ports. One, the 
ordinary rate for non-American ships, the 
other, a much lower rate, for American ves- 
sels exposed to the liability of capture. The 
importer’s goods may have been worth 
$30,000, and in order to insure these against 
capture he would have to pay perhaps 
$1,800. But the cost of transportation by 
an American vessel would be $2,500 less 
than by an English vessel; hence there 
was a direct profit in choosing this 
means of conveyance. It is obvious that the 
sufferer by this operation was not the im- 
porter, but the ship-owner, who was com- 
pelled to discount from the ordinary freight 
rates a sufficient percentage to more than 
pay the war risk on the cargo. If proper 
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inquiry is made, it wiil be shown that 
claims to the amount of millions of 
doliars have no better foundation than 
the one instanced above. In other 
words, that the war premiums paid out were 
more than made up by concessions obtained 
in the form of freight rates. It may in 
some instances have happened that while 
his goods were on the seas the unexpected 
depredations of a new privateer may have 
caused the importer to increase the volume 
of his insurance at a higher rate, thus bring- 
ing about an actual loss; but such instances 
would be rare when compared with those 
where no loss was sustained. 

The owners of American tonnage, from 
the conditions of trade, could not often 
throw the burden of loss upon some one else. 
In the manner indicated above they were 
usually compelled in foreign voyages to pay 
indirectly the war premium upon the car- 
goes they carried besides directly paying for 
the war risk on their own property. 
But, with many  coastwise voyages, 
the tax owas removed both from 
shipper and _ ship-owner, and _ borne 
by the people of the country. A large item 
in claims that have been presented is made 
up of war premiums paid for insuring 
against capture vessels and cargoes on voy- 
ages between the Atlantic and Pacific ports 
ef this country. At the time these pay- 
ments were made there was no 
means of sending merchandise between 
the Atlantic and Pacific sea-boards ex- 
cept by water, and employment on 
these voyages was by law restricted 
to ships sailing under the American flag. 
So far as the risk of capture was concerned, 
it was one shared by all who entered into 
the trade, and, like the customary perils of 
the sea, it was an element which governed 
the rates of freight and the cost of goods to 
the consumers. It may now and then 
have happened that after making a 
charter, in the supposed absence of 
privateers, the ship-owner felt obliged 
by the unexpected appearance of a 
rebel cruiser to take out a war risk. Under 
such conditions the war premium payment 
would be a clear deduction from what 
might be considered the ordinary profits of 
the voyage; but where, in the absence of 
competition by land or by foreign tonnage 
at sea, the war premium payments could be 
calculated upon when the charters were 
made, it is not easy to see how these can be 
looked upon as an “actual. loss.” In all 
probability the owners of American ship- 
ping property suffered a larger loss in conse- 
quence of the low rates of freight they were 
compelled to take when engaged in foreign 
voyages than in the payment of their war 
premiums, and claims based upon these 
grounds would have a more equitable status 
than most of the demands for return pre- 
mium made by the shippers of cargoes, 
From what has been said it will be seen 
that the Judges of the Court of Commission- 
ers of Alabama Claims have a knotty prob- 
lem to solve. 


TRUE ENTERPRISE. 

On the day after the execution of Gut- 
TEAU there will be a magnificent display of 
Western newspaper enterprise and Western 
art. A Chicago firm has prepared an elec- 
trotype picture of the ‘‘ Execution of Qui- 
teau’’ from drawings made on the spot by 
a special artist. The electrotype block is 
to be furnished at the low price of ten dol- 
lars to any Western newspaper desiring to 
earn a reputation for enterprise, and no in- 
telligent critic can look at the “proof,” 
which has been extensively circulated in 
newspaper offices as an advertisement, with- 
out perceiving that ten dollars is a ridiculous 
price for so beautiful and valuable a work. 

The gallows on which QGUITEAU was 
hanged was apparently erected in a small 
room, and access was gained to it through a 
window, to which the condemned man and 
the other criminals probably ascended by a 
ladder. The special artist, who must bea 
person of simply gigantic intellect, since his 
head seems to be nearly as large as his body, 
stood on the scaffold and sketched the scene 
with a skill that is almost miraculous when 
we remember that from the position in 
which he stood most of it must have been 
entirely out of the range of his vision. 

The moment chosen by this able artist 
was immediately after the falling of the 
drop. Gurreavu was then hanging in an 
easy and comfortable position, with his feet 
a few inches from the floor of the room. On 
the scaffold were nine ruffians, including the 
artist, One of these, who was evidently an 
Irish laborer, much the worse for drink, 
was the clergyman, and persons who study 
the picture and believe in physiognomy will 
regret that he was not hanged instead of 
GurtEav. Two horse-thieves, one of whom 
prudently concealed half of his face behind a 
beam, stood at the left of the assassin. These, 
as the explanation attached to the picture 
informs us, were “‘ scientists,”” a joke which 
is certainly amusing, but which the scientific 
men of the country will hardly relish. The 
Sheriff, who must have been at some time 
in his life a sneak-thief, stood close to Gut- 
TEAU with the evident intention of stealing 
his clothes at the first available opportunity; 
and three assistant executioners and the 
Warden, all of whom were professional 
pickpockets, stood at the right of the Sheriff. 
It is to be hoped that the latter arrested them 
very soon after the execution was over. 

On the floor of the room, with their eye- 
brows nearly ona level with the scaffold, 
were grouped a number of eminent scoun- 
drels. Twoof these were dressed in mili- 
tary uniform and are said to have been 
guards, but that they were really members 
of the James gang is reasonably certain. 
Two professional gamblers and a burglar, 
with a most brutal expression of face, who 
had placed themselves in a position where 
they could steal Gurrxavu’s boots, are de- 
scribed as ‘‘ physicians,’’ but this is clearly 
a mistake. It is possible that they may have 
been ‘‘ body-snatchers,’’ but to suppose that 
three such repulsive wretches were ever 
allowed to practice medicine in a civilized 
community is quite incredible. Any one of 
them would have poisoned his patients out 
of sheer wickedness, and would have fright- 
ened to death any moderately weak woman 
by simply looking at her. 

The most ferocious of the wretches 
present at this remarkable scene were eight 
murderers, who pretended that they repre- 
sented the press. One of them had evi- 
dently reduced himself to a state of tem- 
porary, or possibly permanent, imbecility 

by drink, but the restof them would un- 


doubtedly have murdered any man living 
for from fifty to seventy-five cents. Their 
note-books were stowed safely in their 
pockets, and they occupied themselves while 
GurrEav was hanging by preparing to as- 
sault the three physicians, one of whom had 
incautiously displayed a watch. It is to be 
hoped that they killed the physicians and 
were afterward massacred by the guards, for 
they were beyond any doubt outlaws of the 
very worst character. On the wall of the 
room in which the execution took place 
hung a portrait of Gurreav, which, of 
course, was a perfectly truthful one, and 
which indicated that he was a much better 
man than any one of the wretched outcasts 
who were present at his execution. 

We cannot congratulate ourselves too 
highly upon the fact that this wonderful 
picture will furnish the people of the West 
with a truthful representation of the execu- 
tion of Gurrzav. In all probability the 
pictures which will appear in our own illus- 
trated papers will be greatly inferior to it in 
every respect. We may be sure that the 
Eastern press generally will suppress the 
fact—as shown by this Western picture— 
that nobody was present at the execution ex- 
cept the choicest felons of America. We 
shall be told by those unenterprising sheets 
that the gallows was erected in a prison yard 
and not in a room; that a real clergyman 
was present, and that the spectators were rep- 
utable citizens, whether connected with the 
press or not. People who want to know the 
truth about the execution will buy a West- 
ern newspaper containing this faithful and 
beautiful picture. The artist has had time 
to work on it, and, as the advertisers remark, 
it must be ‘‘ superior to the hastily prepared 
ones printed a week afterward, when inter- 
est has waned.’’ Whether we regard it as 
an illustration of Western enterprise or a 
specimen of Western art, it demands our 
most enthusiastic approval and admiration.

GALIFORNIA “INSULTED” AGAIN, 
From the San Francisco Alta, June 17. 
If we are not long-sutfering we are nothing. 
To-day we bave the honor of swallowing a direct 
insult to California in the appointment of the Tariff 


Commission, New-York, Massachusetts, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Illinois, Missouri, the Distriet of Co- 
lumbia, Georgia, and Louisiana are all represented 
and California is utterly neglected. And our prod- 
ucts, Interests, and contributions to the general 
prosperity of the Nation are in effect larger 
than those of any of the States and District 
above named. A contemporary sa ustly: “We 
have a rumber of products which need just 
as much protection as those of the East, some of 
which promise more for the whole country in the 
longram. There are particular brands of wine, 
olive-oll and raisins, barley. oranges and lemons, 
silk, and other articles which are just as much de- 
serving of protection as iron or coal or cali- 
co. So long as we have not an equal 
share of it, the Eastern people have an 
advantage over us that is very serious. They 
make us pay more relatively for the articles 
we purchase from them than they pay for the arti- 
cles they buy from us. They have their hands in 
our pockets and give us little or nothing in return.” 
It is, of course, possible that the members of the 
Tariff Commission — understand the wants of 
Calitornia, but it is not likely that they do. Indeed, 
it is most improbable that they will consider her 
needs at all. The only members from whom 
California has anything to hope are Garland 
and Ambler, but even if they work in our interest, 
they can only help us from what they have heard 
and believe, not from what they know. When the 
President appointed the Tariff Commission, he ad- 
pears to have studiously left ont California, an act 
which he will probably, or rather certainly, have 
to regret at no distant date.

THE LATEST STORY ABOUT COMET A, 
From the Pittsburg (Penn.) Dispatch, June 20. 

Last night and night before the double-tailed 
comet was plainly visible tothe maked eye in the 
south-western heavens. Its one strongly defined 
tail, with its less conspicuous companion floatin 
out in an opposite direction, gave the celestia 
visitor a douotful appearance. A visit to Observa- 
tory Hill found Prof. Langley absent, with the 
heavens in charge of his assistant, Prof. Very. He 
had not sa taken the trouble to look at the comet, 
but readily stated that it was the ‘comet A” dis- 
covered by Prof. Wells. It has been visible early 
in the morning since May 15, until now it may be 
seen as early as 11 o’clock in the evening. It has 
in reality a double tail, as was predicted by a Ger- 
man astronomer named Scheyedoff. Prof. Very 
states that this is an innovation in that line, sinee 
it is the first time a prediction relative to the per- 
sonal appearance of a comet wasever known to 
be fulfilled.

Hon. J. D. Cameron: 

My Dear Sir: Some of our friends have sne-

In order to understan 
what to do, it is first necessary to state to you the 
difficulty and the manner in which it was brought 
about.

One JohnI Mitchell, who, I believe, is your col- 
league in the United States Senate, met Messrs. 
Barker and Wolfe in Philadelphia, and complained 
to them that he was not getting his share of tha 
political patronage which was dispensed in Penn- 
nag and that while his friends received some- 
thing, it was not an equal proportion, either in 
quality or quantity. It was a repetition of the 
story of the two brothers who slept in the same 
bed, the younger and smaller of whom complained 
to his mother that the big brother did not give hing 
his share of the bed, which the older brother denied, 
and ayowed that ke toek but half of i 
but the smaller boy explained that the big bo 
took his half right out of the middle. This illustr 
tion that you took your share of the political 

atronage out of the middle, leaving your col- 
eagues only the edges, and somewhat ragged at 
that, was looked upon as a grave infringemen 

upon that principle of equity, the very essence o 

which is equality. In order to ascertain the truth 

or falsity of the charge, and, if true, td 
devise remedy, it was agreed to subd- 
mit the whole question to the arbitramen 

of 10 honest gentlemen to be selected on behalf o 

the respective parties, five to represent the rights 

and protect the interestsof each side. Ina mo- 
ment of misplaced confidence you or your friends 
selected or agreed to accept two such incompe- 
tents in politieal management as Messrs. Quay and 
Magee to represent, with three others, your sida 
of the case, with Chairman Cooper as an occasion< 
al alternate for Magee in his absence. Mr. Wolfe 
who was the Chairman of the committee of 
five representing the other interest, and 
who never says much, but “is sly, devilisn 
sly,” took advantage of the weakness of yout 
representatives and induced them to open the 
whole question of party grievances, and sua 
ceeded in obtaining admissions by implicatior 


that patronage is used to promote personal politi 
cal ends; that offices are bestowed within the es 


upon other reasonsthan the sole basis of fitness 

that competent and faithful officers are remove 

without cause; that nominating conventions ar@ 
packed with delegates by committees and — 
means inconsistent with a fair representation o 

the Republican masses and the ascertained popular 
will has not been fully carried out in State and 
nationalfconventions and by those holding office 
by the favor of the party. 

These are grave charges, and it {is alleged that 
—— were aimed at your method of dispensing the 
Dolitieal patronage ot the State and conducting 
the action and policy of the party. The admission 
of the truth of these serious charges is found 
among the declarations of principles proclaimed 
by your friends and the remedies provided for 
their redress, If they are not admitted, the declara- 
tions of policy and principles and rules of action 
adopted by that peace conference are meaningless. 

At the convention of the Republican Party of tha 
State, held at Harrisburg on the 10th of May last, 
these lofty and grand emanations from this peace 
conference were adopted with entire unanimity 
and some of your warmest friends smiled audibly, 
at their success in reforming your ways. 
It was the last and most important act of that 
convention, except the adjournment, which 
was the last and also very important. That con- 
vention was then /functus oficlo and the new rules 
were in operation. Your friends, Quay, Cooper, 
and Magee had given you away and the viotory of 
the people seemed complete. It was a triumph for 
liberty obtained by peaceful means, almost equal 
to that of Magna Carta ae Liberlatibus extorted by 
the Barons, sword in hand, from King John. 

All there isin a republican form of government 
as distinguished from a monarchy is that the one 
is the expression of the will of the people and the 
other of an autocrat. When the people are denied 
expression or their voice suppressed by whatever 
means the difference between republicanism and 
imperialism exists onlyin name. The form may be 
preserved when the substance has departod, and 
when it beeame necessary for your friends to come 
into a State convention in obedience to a loud pop- 
ular call and in the apprehension of a terrific 
popular storm and ask that body to take 
& new political reckoning and trim the 
republican ship forthe bursting of the 
threatened tornado, and in order to avert tha 
wreck of the stanch old craft, to extort from tha 
delegates a new departure for the party by declura- 
tion that “‘the ascertained popular will shall ba 
faithfully carried out in State and national con< 
ventions, and by those holding offices by favor in 
the party,” the inevitable conclusion must ba 
drawn that those essential qualities, not only of 
the Republican Party, but of a republican form of 
government, had been abandoned or materially 
departed from ia the conduct and management of. 
those in control of the organization. That was a 
brave declaration and worthy of being literally en- 
forced, and when it was followed by a resolution 
providing a new mode of electing delegates, so as 
to give all Republican voters a fair opportunity to 
be represented, it looked as if a great triumph had 
been achieved in favor of popular rights. 

But within two weeks after that convention ex- 
pired a vacancy on the ticket made it necessary 
for the party to make another nomination, thus 
affording excellent opportunity to test the efficien- 
cy of the new rules «nd to give an earnest of the 
sincerity of those who had promised this great 
change and improvement in the conduct of thé 
party. Having been a member of the conventiog 
and intending more than mere words and empty 
promises by the adoption of the platform, I ex- 
pressed my belief that a new convention should b¢ 
called, and every one seemed to assent to it, but 
suddenly from some mysterious, if not mythical, 
cause came a call upon the delegates to the oldan 
departed convention to reassemble, and I refuse 
to attend the wake and set up with the corpse o 
the defunct body. I wrote to Chairman Coopei 
refusing to obey, and giving my reasons, with som¢ 
emphasis, for my disobedience. If there was a neces 
sity for the premises contained in the platform, 
there was a still greater necessity for the perform: 
ance of the contract between the delegates and the 
other Republicans of the State, and I resolved ta 
fulfill my part of it. But the Jpeace conference and 
the Convention of the 10th of May did not go toa 
far in their deciarations of principles and the adop- 
tion of remedies for existing evils, and in the ne- 
cessary admissions which such action implies ta 
meet the case. The facts exist, and the remedies 
were imperatively demanded, and no men know if 
better than you and your friends in the confer- 
ence, and all intelligent Republicans knew it ag 
weil before as since the authoritative admission 
by the Peace Conference and the State Conven- 
tion. This action is only confirmation of the loud 
ly proclaimed averments of the grievances, and 
excludes any conclusion to the contrary by you of 
your friends. But the remedy is not empty words 
or hollow promises. There must be per 
formance or the party will languish and die. 
Above all things people resent an act which 
is based upon the assumption that they 
are too stupid to detect a cheat. Of 
the 450,000 i pear er voters of Pennsylvania, at 
least 440,000 of us believe in the principles containe 
in our platform, and the 10,000 others profess to 
believe in them. And we intend to have thos« 
principles practiced or hold all those responsibl« 
who set them at defiance. Heretofore the charges 
of abuse have been but whispered, and those who 
suffered were too timid to speak and others wait- 
ing for recognition were constrained to silence by 
self-interest. But the faets are now open to broad 
daylight, proved Le the most incontestable evi- 
dence, and admitted by the party in its official and 
organized capacity. 

The remedy is in the hands of a few, all of whom 
you can direct. It must be by acts and not by 
promises. You can no longer “ palter to usina 
double sense and hold the promise to the ear, but 
break it to the hope.” Has there been any change 
in the practices complained of? Has patronage 
been used for personal poiitical ends? Have com- 
petent and faithful officers been removed with- 
out cause? Has the ascertained popular will 
been_ faithfully carried out, or has there been 
an effort made or an opportunity offered to ascer- 
tain it? Has anything been done to redress the 
grievances or retorm the abuses complained of 
since the adoption of the new political creed? So 
far as I ean consult them, the people answer in the 
negative. Within ~ personal knowledge, the 
abuses continue. Is there one instance to establish 
an exception? The lack of good faith is increasing 
the clamor and intensifying the dissatisfaction. 
No one who approaches you has the inclination and 
the courage to apprise you of the magnitude 
of the storm, and I venture, at the risk of 
obdloquy, contumely, and vituperation to hang out 
the danger signal. There are thousands of men in 
the State who see and appreciate tha alarming 
situation, and only need the stimulus of aconcerted 
movement to create a stampede, and as many more 
whe are bound to you and your fortunes, but are 
growing restive under the yoke, who will desert on 
the first opportunity for concurrent action. You 
will receive the most positive assurances, until 
it is too late, that you can drive this campaigo 
through successfully, and that the Republican a 
can be elected under existing cireumstances. It i 
better, however, to know the truth now than lear 
it by defeat. Fora little plain talk of this kind 
recently, while I had assurances of approval and 


. co-operation from the most solid and reliable peo- 


ple and the most intelligent and responsible of the 
newspaper press, I was assailed by the most 
boisterous outc from a_ certain class 
of small politicians and insignificant jour- 
nals for my _ temerity. They seemed to 
consider themselves called upon to rush tothe de- 
fense of those who are doing the most damage to 
the party, and to do it by denouncing me and 
sounding an alarm against the dangerous tenden- 
cies of my warnings and suggestions. hile such 
things do not conviace any one of an error, they 
have a tendency to convince others that a cause is 
& weak one w: can be saved only by such means. 
PE ee awakened thought ye reflection a 
part of serious-minded men as whether 
election of the highest officers of the State is friy-

olous business for mountebanks ‘to sport with, or 
& grave duty for practical men to refiect calmly 
and act wisely upon. Important events, however, 
sometimes result from mean sources. “A goose 
laced sentry on her station saved old Rome from 
esolation; an ass, in Baalam’s sad disaster, turned 
yrator and saved his master.” And if the cack- 
ing of geese and braying of asses have the same 
ving efficacy which they had in ancient times, 
he salvation of the Republican ticket is assured. 
or even the Democratic donkey, who nibbles his 
bmall lunch of oats out of your hand, joins the 
ray to swell the asinine chorus. These people 
who write editorials command me to go to the

PHENOMENAL LAKE WAVE 


So 


WONDERFUL ACTION OF THE 
WATER AT CLEVELAND. 

A MIGHTY WAVE RISES FROM SMOOTH WATER 
AND SWEEPS THE SHORE—VESSELS TORN 
FROM THEIR. MOORINGS — THIRTY 
THOUSAND DOLLARS’ WORTH OF PROP- 
ERTY DESTROYED. 

CLEVELAND, June 23.—At 6:20 this morn- 
ing, without a moment's warning, a mighty wave, 
12 feet high, and traveling with wonderful veloc- 
ity, struck the south shore of Lake Erie. Vessels 
were torn from their moorings, boat-houses 
smashed, tracks washed out, and a luckless fisher- 
man, sitting on the bank near Tucker's boat-houce, 
and at least 10 feet from the surface of the water, 
was caught, carried out to sea, and drowned. From 
all the data that can be gathered the present phe- 
nomenon is strange tothe memory of the oldest 
lake Captain at this port. The circumstances con- 
nected with the appearance of the wave are as fol- 
lows: At 6 o'clock a breeze was blowing over the 
lake from the south, but so mild as to scarcely ruf- 
fie the surface of the lake. About 15 minutes later 
those along the lake shore heard a low, rumbling 
noise out over the lake. At that time not a cloud 


was to beseen. The wind as quickly shifted tothe 
north and suddenly a tremendous wave was seen 
driving full for the shore. Those on the beach 
immediately sought a place of safety, and 
watched with interest the great mass of water 
strike. On it came with constantly inoreasing mo- 
mentum, and with a crash struck the shore, tearing 
everything to pieces and covering the ground with 
débris. The damage was done when the wave re- 
ceded, for the under-tow washed out the banks 
and carried stones weighing many tons into the lake, 
After the wave receded there was no further dis- 
turbance. The wind changed to the south, and 
the surface of the lake was again unruffied, but cov- 
ered with timbers, railroad ties, bos rds, and broken 
sae The small switch shanty directly north of the 

Jnion Depot, which is at least 15 feet above the 
lake level, was overturned, and the night watch- 
man escaped thoroughly drenched. A little fur- 
ther on, what is knownas the lake track of the 
Lake Shore Railroad was washed out, and in ssv- 
eral instances seetions of the track were lifted 10 
and 15 feet, and deposited on tracks lying parallel. 
A lot of steel rails, weighing in the aggregate at 
least 20 tons, were taken up and placed 10 feet in 
the rear of the original position. The track all 
along was washed out and rendered untit for 
travel. The wave struck Tucker’s boat-house and 
washed it completely over the high bulwark that 

rotects the interior of the bathing-house, and 

ooded the apartments. Although passing over 
the staging where the boats are placed, it did no 
damage, but Law’s old boat-house was smashed to 
jeces. It was in this vicinity that the only 
oss of life occurred, as far as known. Just 
east of the boat-house &@ man was ho- 
ticed fishing. When the men in charge of the 
boat-house retreated before the wave into the in- 
terior they beheld the unfortunate man caught by 
the wave and buried out of sight. When the water 
receded they saw him vainly struggle to reaeh the 
piles, but failing he was carried out in the lake and 
drowned. Mr. Johnson, who has charge of the 
boat-hounse, stated that the first he knew of the 
phenomenon was the gudden changing of the wind 
to the north, with a low rumbling sound out 
in the lake. He paid no _ particular at- 
tention to it until, looking to the north- 
west, he saw the wave coming. It had 
a white crest, and he thinks it was at least 15 feet 
high. It filled the apartments with water, and he 
was compelied to climb the rafter of the boat- 
house to escape the water. Capt. McLaughlin, of 
the steamer North-west, which was lying at dock, 
says the first indication he had of anything un- 
usual was the surging of the boat. The eight-inch 
hawser by whichthe steamer was fastened to the 
dock snapped like a fiddle-string. It was with 
difficulty that the boat, thus cast adrift, was kept 
from running into the lowerrailroad bridge. Capt. 
McLaughlin says he never heard of anything 
like it before in his experience. Hesaysthat the 
water was four feet above the dock and even 
with the railroad bridge, The propeller Colorado 
had her lines parted and was cast adrift in the 
river. The schooner Jennie White was lying along- 
side the pier. Her lines were parted and her tim- 
ber-head was carried away. The scow J. U. Por- 
ter had her lines parted, her timber-head and rail 
carried away, and the yawl-boat smashed to 
pieces. On the Island of Cuba Murphy's barn 
was badly damaged, the side of the pump-house 
caved in, and a small house lifted out 
of place and turned around; saw-logs, fish-tanks, 
and row-boats lying outside the west pier were 
carried bodily over the bank into the main river. 
Logs from 50 to 75 feet long were taken up and 
carried across the railroad track. The sanitary 
scow, lying in the river bed, was landed on the 
dock, and the tugs had to pull her off. There were 
a number of fishing-boats out in the lake, but most 
of them rode over the wave in safety. One 
or two were filled with water, but no 
accident has _ been reported. Two ladies 
accompanied by a gentleman were ap- 
proaching Tueker's boat-house by wav of the 
shore of the lake when the wave struck them. The 
undertow took them out with its irresistible force, 
and if it had not been for the piles they would have 
been carried into the lake and drowned. A great 
many theories have been advanced to account for 
so remarkable an incident. There 1s no question 
but that it is unparalleled inthe history of the coast, 
for the oldest lake navigators cannot remember a 
similar occurrence. The theory that seems to 
be most worthy of notice is that a revolv- 
ing cyclone or whirlwind passed over the 
lake about 6 o’cloeck, and the wave was owing to 
the influence of the atmospheric disturbance. The 
damage to property on the shore is roughly esti- 
mated at $30,000. Steam-boat men who came in 
this morning report ashort squall and a sudden 
movement of the water off this port, of which no 
particular notice was taken at the time. 

Signal Officer Newlin, who observed the tidal- 
wave to-day, says that at 6:10 A. M. he heard dis- 
tant thunder to the northward over the lake, and, 
looking in that direction, he saw a huge cloud, 
having the appearance of a thunder-cloud, the 
lower part of which seemed like a large, heavy 
curtain hanging over the water. Above it 
was a contorted, angry-looking conglomeration 
of clouds, and north of it a large stratus cloud. 1t 
moved very rapidly,and at 6:20 A. M. the wave 
struck the shore. When first noticed the tidal 
wave was about a quarter of a mile from shore, 
and appeared like a green wall 10 feet high. 
The lake had been calm, and this was 
the first disturbance of its surface. The 
wave swept along rapidly and silently unttl it 
reached shallow water, when it made a loud, 
swashing noise, and broke on the shore with 
a great roar. The wave reached from north- 
north-east to south-south-west. After it had 
struck the shore two recoil waves followed close 
together. At 6:35 A. M., a quarter of an hourafter 
the wave had reached the shore a shower began, 
which lasted for 15 minutes, during which two-one- 
hundredths of an inch of rain fell. No high wind 
was perceptible here, although slight squalls on 
the lake are reported by incoming vessels. 
Serat. Newlin says the cloud was an 
electric cloud, like those of ordinary 
thunder-torms, with the exception of the 
peculiarities above described. Many of the phe- 
nomena are similar to what would be expected to 
accompany a water-spout, but no water-spout 
formed, nor did a hard storm precede or follow as 
is usual in the case of tidal waves. After the 
grand rushing of water the lake relapsed 
into repose. The wave was wider-reach- 
ing than at firet supposed. Word comes 
from Glenville that it played havoc with the boats 
and boat-houses there. Near the railway bridge 
over the river a log, 75 feet long and 3844 feet in 
diameter, was carried almost 200 feet inland. The 
water in the lake was about two feet higher than 
at the ordinary stage, and the tidal wave at the 
life-saving station reached a height of 8 feet 10 
inches above the present water mark.

During the reception at the City Hall ex- 
Mayor Latrobe took Gen. Sherman out to Camp 
Agnus, with Col. Bacon, of the staff of the General 
of the Army. The party rode out in Gen. La- 
trobe’s carriage, and made atour of the grounds 
without the presence of the distinguished visitor 
becoming generally known. From the camp they 
proceeded to the camp-fire ground, where they 
alighted. At this time the ground was filled by 
several scores of veterans, who were reviving army 
reminiscences over plates of palatable bean soup, 
and partaking freely of the edibles provided by the 
Citizens’ Committee. One or two noticed Gen. 
Sherman as he proceeded around the upper part 
of the grounds, and soon there wasa general rush 


toward the old warrior, who greeted the ex- 
soldiers with a hearty grasp of the hand and a 
cheerful word. Subsequently the visitors ap- 
proached the tables, at the lower end of the 
grounds, where the veterans were eating, and as 
soon as Gen. Sherman saw the soup he obtained a 
plate, and ate it with considerable relish, subse- 
quently washing {t down witha glass of milk. The 
operation of eating was interrupted frequently by 
old companions-in-arms, who came tp and greeted 
Gen, Snerman with many manifestations of pleas- 
ure. Fora half-hour he held an impromptu recep- 
tion, and many interesting incidents occurred. 
Among these was the greeting of a Missourian, who 
exclaimed, as he extended his hand: 

**Here’s one of them oid Eighth Missouri bum- 
mers.

SHAD ON THE NOTHERN PACIFIO COABT. 
From the Olympia (Washington Territory) Tran- 
script, May 29. 

On Monday last R. Look, whom we have 
noticed heretofore as engaged in fishing, caught in 
his weirs on the east side of the bay two shad, one 
two-thirds grown and the other full grown. They 
were examined by Capt. Hale and other down 
Easters, Mr. Look being an old Maine fisherman 
himself, and there was no question as to their be- 
ing shad. These are the first of these fish caught 
north of the Columbia River, and the first fuil- 
grown one we have neard of on the coast. Five 


ye ars ago the eggs were sent from the Atlantic by | 


the United States Fish Commission and put in the 
Sacramento River, and young ones have oocasion- 
ally been caught in Monterey, San Francisco, and 
Humboldt Bays since that time. Two years ago 
one or two were caught in the Columbia, and quite 
@ number last year, Now they have reached 
Puget Sound, but probably in small numbers. We 
do not doubt that jn a few years they will be plen- 
ty. They are a delicious fish, scarcely, if any, in- 
ferior to the salmon for the table. On the Atian- 
tic coast the arrivalof shad is noted as much 
as any event of the season. Unlike salmon, 
they migrate from the south in the Spring and go 
north, first being heard from on the Florida coast, 
and their presence is reckoned to a day when they 
will reach the various points north until they reach 
the Provinces. It would seem that they are trav- 
ersing this coast in the same manner, and in a few 
ears, when we hear of them being caught at 
onterey Bay, our fishermen will tell us what day 
afterward we will have shad for dinner.

GENERALTELEGRAPHNEWS 


ANOTHER IOWA STORM. 

GREAT DESTRUCTION OF PROPERTY AT INDE- 
PENDENCE—AID FOR THE GRINNELL 
SUFFERERS, 

Des Mornes, June 23,—Another terrible rain 
and wind storm passed over Iowa yesterday after- 
noon. The recently desolated town of Malcoim, 
Poweshiek County, which is still exposed to the 
elements through the damaged and roofless build- 
ings, was visited for three hours by the pitiless 
storm. The damage to the goods rescued from 
Saturday’s storm is enormous, and will probably 
prove total. At Pleasantville, Marion County, the 
residence of P. Lyon was badly twisted, and props 
placed against it on the east side were driven 


through the wall. Numerous chimneys and shade 
and fruit trees in that vicinity were biown down, 
and signs and awnings were whisked away. It is 
thought that the damage east and north of there 
is even more severe. 


DvuBvUQUE, June 23.—Word was received here 
at 10 o'clock last night of a heavy wind and rain 
storm along the lines of the Illinois Central Railway 
west, during the afternoon, and that great damage 
had been done at Independence. The telegraph 
wires were all prostrated, not one being in work- 
ing order last night. It 1s impossible to get com- 
munication with the outside. Such facts as we learn 
were brought in by Conductor Keepers and 
some passengers. The storm struck Independence 
ata little before 5 o’clook and wrought great de- 
struction; fences were torn up, barns wrecked, 
houses leveled, and trees uprooted. Nearly all the 
business houses were unroofed and the plate-glass 
smashed. The depot of the Burlington, Cedar 
Rapids and Northern Railway is ¢aid to bea wreck. 
Fonda’s and O’Brien’s stores were unroofed, as 
was also a livery stable, and report says 
that a bridge across the river was injured. 
Sells’s circus was exhibiting at Independence, but 
fortunately the blow came up before the evening 
performance began. The circus tent was badly 
damaged, and one wagon comes animals was 
lifted bodily from the ground and carried some dis- 
tance. Many people were in town, and many of 
their horses were killed by flying, débris and their 
wagons smashed. Two men were killed, but it is 
impossible to obtain their names. Another man 
had his arm proken. 

At Waterloo the wind was terrific, but it is not 
known that much damage of a serious nature was 
done. The tents of the military encampment were 
ruined by thestorm. The storm struck Dubuque 
at 6 o’clock, but no special damage was done.

CEDAR Rapips, Iowa, June 23.—The follow- 
ing particulars have been learned of the storm of 
Thursday: It was a hurricane—not a ternado— 
and swept over an srea of 2 miles in 
width; some damage was done at Walker 
and Rowley: also as far north as _ Oll- 
ver. The centre of the greatest force and 
destructiveness was at Independence, The storm 
broke in its greatest fury about 5 P. M., blowing 
from the north-west with a straight wind, without 
a tornado funnel. In a few minutes prop- 
erty valued at $150,000 was destroyed, two 
lives were lost and 10 persons were injured, two 
of them dangerously. The killed were Albert 
Ripke, aged 11 years, and his brother, aged 18 
years, The latter was killed by the moving of the 
house on its foundation as he was going to 
the cellar, and the former was crushed by the 
falling roof of the house as he was leaving 
it in fright. The streets were’ thronged 
with people, and the wonder is no more 
were = injured, There was a_ scene of 
great confusion on the streets, women scream- 
ing and all rushing to shelter, while the air 
was filled with flying missiles. About 20 resi- 
dences were wrecked. Nearly 50 barns were 
leveled and an enormous amount of plate-glass 
was smashed. The Insane Asylum was damaged 
to the extent of $2,500. The brick smoke-stack, 130 
feet high, was blown down to its foundations, and 
in falling struck the carpenter's shop and boiler- 
room. The west end and north side of the roof of 
the front centre was carried off. The stables, 
wagon, and slaughter-houses were unroofed. No 
patients or employes were injured.

TAILWAY AFFAIRS. 
THE READING BONDS—CONFERENCE OF PAS- 
SENGER AGENTS—A NEW RAILROAD. 

HARTFORD, June 23.—President Babcock, of 
the Connecticut Valley Road, said this afternoon 
that the negotiations for the lease of the road to 
the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford had 
practically fallen through. It is presumed that 
the premature announcement of plans may have 
had something to do with It, President Watrous, 
of the New-York Road, baving said to a reporter in 
New-York last night that no proposition had been 
made fora lease by his road. President Babcock 
said: “In justice to all concerned, I may say re- 
garding the history of this matter, that the first 
move was an effort on the part of somebody (there 
isno occasion of calling names) to get possession 
or control of a majority of the stock of 
the Valley Road. This was not successful, 


In the course of time a request came from 
the officers of the consolidated road that 
we should appoint a committee to meet and 
confer with the representatives of the latter cor- 
poration. The request was complied with. Then 
followed negotiations in one formor another. I 
desire it to be understood that the initial steps in 
the proceedings thus far have been taken by the 
consolidated road. Our Directors have been well 
enough satisfied with things as they are, and any 
change tn the direction indicated will not, Iam sure, 
be at theirsolicitation, or with their ready consent.” 
A special meeting of the Directors of the Valley 
Road was held this afternoon, and President Bab- 
cock was instructed to go forward immediately 
with contracts to build the extension from this cit 
to Springfield. This action looks like a future‘combi- 
nation with the Boston and Albany Road, though 
it may bring a more liberal proposition than any 
yet made from the conselidated roads.

PATIENCE, 
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THE STRIKERS STEADFAST

UNSKILLFUL HANDS,IN OVER- 
CROWDED FREIGHT HOUSES. 


4&N ORDERLY DEMONSTRATION ., BY +. THE 


STRIKING HANDLERS—SLOW i'WORK BY, 


GREEN MEN—TRADE SUFFERING—SYM=> 
PATHY AND PROTESTS OF BUSINESS 
MEN. 


A long line of men moved in and outamong 
the streets of lower New-York yesterday after- 
noon. There were 3,000 in the eolumn which was 
headed bya brass band and a man carrying a 
broom. A banner composed of a piece of white 
cloth tacked upon a frame-work bore in black let- 
ters the inscription, “* We are Free Men. We are 
Looking for Our Rights, ana Will Have Them.” 
The long procession was composed of the striking 
freight-handlers employed on the rallroad plers 
and their sympathizers. The column was to have 
been formed at 10 o’elock in the morning, and at 
that hour the men gathered in the Battery. The 
committee in charge was unaccustomed to such 
events, and there was many a hitch in the arrange- 
ments. No banner had been painted and no band 
had been engaged. A hat was passed around, and 
into it dimes and niekels were dropped to defray 
the necessary expenses. 

It was not until 1:30 o’clock in the afternoon that 
the line was ready to move. All that time the 
men had waited patiently in the shade of the trees 
of Battery Park. Up West-street hundreds of 
sympathizing ‘longshoremen lined the walk. They 
were waiting to join the procession as it passed 
them. When the word was given five policemen 
went ahead to clear the way, and the men, four 
abreast, moved up West-street. The band played 
its livehest airs, the men stepped off in regular 
order, and the crowds that had assembled to see 
them start cheered lustily. Up past the freight piers, 
the blockades of trucks, and the business houses 
the procession marched. Allalong the route people 
came out to see the sight. The strikers were or- 
derly, and their good behavior elicited cheers for 
them that they might not otherwise have received. 


When Desbrosses-street was reached the eolumn 
turned and proceeded through Hudson-street and 
swung round the huge freight-house in St. John’s 
Park. Thence it went through Worth to Broad- 
Way, and down Broadway to the City Hall. The 
men were heartily cheered in the dry goods dis- 
trict. In crossing the City Hall Park the Mayor 
and a number of Aldermen reviewed the line. The 
Mayor waved a flag, and the strikers returned the 
compliment by cheering him. The route back to 
the Battery was through Nassau and broad streets, 
and the destination was reached at 2:45. When the 
ranks were broken three rousing cheers were given 
for Inspector Thorne and his aides. Inspector 
Thorne said that a better behaved lot of men he 
could not ask to see. During the long wait not 
one of them went across the street to drink. They 
ali kept sober, and made a good impression. When 
he told the leader he hoped they weuld be orderly, 
the reply was made that every man would make it 
bis duty to help the cause by preventing disturb- 
ances. The men said they felt that the sympathy 
of the business community was with them, and 
they should do nothing to throw discredit on their 
movement. The 8,000 men were dressed in their 
best, and they looked well in line. 

Work was being done in every freight-house on 
the river front yesterday, but there was no con- 
cealing the fact that the great volume of freight 
could not be handled. Boxes and bales were piled 
high in the houses, and twice as much more 
Was Waiting to take the place of the stuff as 
soon as it could be loaded or taken away. 
The large amount of work usually done by the 
strikers was never better shown than yesterday. 
They were accustomed to the toil, and things 
moved steadily and regularly; but yesterday, with 
strange men in their places, there was confusion, 
and it seemed as if the outlets and inlets were 
overcrowded and choked up. This is a season of 
the year when only a limited amount of freight is 
moving, and that such results should ensue from 
an interruption at this time shows how great the 
consequences of clogging the free channels of com- 
merce are. At almost any other period of the year 
such an event as the present would be nothing 
short of a calamity. To be sure, shinments 
are much longer by rail just at present 
than is usually the case, but nothing like 
What they will be a few months hence 
when the Fall trade begins. The low contracts 
made last Winter expire July 1,and at the same 
time the schedule rates are to be advanced. Here 
again the effect of the strike is clearly shown. 
Shippers and dealers cannot take advantage of the 
tariff to the benefit of which they are entitled, and, 
besides enduring an interruption of business, they 
are actually compelled to suffer a loss which they 
seas enough think should not be inflicted on 

em. 

A narrow space, just wide enough te let the 
street cars pass, was all the room there was in 
West-street from the Battery to Canal-street yes- 
terday, and at Thirtieth and Sixty-fifth streets the 
situation was the same. On heavily laden trucks, 
whose wheels were almost interlocked, sat patient 
drivers in the broiling sun. Many of them sat 
there all day long and saw their loads still on their 
trucks. Although the freight-houses were open 
the sight in the streets showed how impossible it 
was for the railroads, with a few handfuls of men, 
and green ones at tkat, to receive and discharge 
the freight that came and went. Three doors of 
the great St. John’s Park freight-house were open 
yesterday. They might almost as well have been 
closed. Less thana ssore of Italian immigrants 
were at work inside. While 50 or 60 of them were 
going to work in the morning they became fright- 
ened at something and fied back to their homes, 
Thev could not talk English, and could not under- 
s.and their position. They had conjured up terri- 
ble things, and appeared to think that the strikers 
would killthem, When the procession of strikers 
passed the house, the few that were inside hid un- 
der cars and between piles of freight. The poor 
men are vee | unfit forthe work. In their native 
country they lived poorly, and they are not strong. 
They eat bread and water for their dinner, and 
they cannot handle the big boxes, bales, and bar- 
rels. Scarcely a dozen truck-loads of goods were 
unloaded at the house yesterday. Trucks stood in 
the line that had been waiting 60 hours to be un- 
loaded. When paid by the hour, two-horse teams 
received $1 50, and one-horse trucks $1. Some of 
the truckmen were paid by the load, and one man 
faid he had made only $4 during the entire week. 
Laight-street was full of trucks, and when night 
came the horses were unhitehed and watchmen 
stationed to guard the goods, 

The switches and side tracks of the New-York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad, from its Sixty- 
fifth-street yards to Spuyten Duyvil, were full of 
cars yesterday, and it was evident that the business 
could not be taken care of. At the Tnirtieth-street 
yards of the road, the agent said he was working a 
night and a day force of 200 men. Twq hundred. 
cars, he said, were loaded there yesterday. The 
houses were overcrowded with freight and the 
piers were full of barges. The Pennsylvania Rail- 
road’s house at Pier No. 89 North River was 
opened yesterday morning at 7 o’clock, but closed 
again at 3 toenable the limited force to clear away 
the accumulation of that brief interval. Sixty 
men were at work on the Star Union Line's 
pier, No. 38, yesterday. When the house 
closed the day before 14 trucks stood 
before the doors. The house did not open 
until 1 o'clock yesterday for the reeeption 
of goods, and it closed again at 6. Superintendent 
Loomis, at the New-York Central’s pier, No, 26, 
said that 80 men, none of whom were immigrants, 
were working in his house, and he had tloaded 100 
tars during the day. He still continued to receive 
all the freight that came. Freight was received at 
the Erie Railway House at Pier No. 20 until 12 
o'clock, when the doors were closed and not 
opened again until 3:30. Thirty men, who were 
said to be regular handlers, were at work loading 
barges. The house on the bulkhead was opened 
at 4:20. Fourteen trucks were unloaded and 16 
more that had been there all day were sent away. 
One hundred and fifty Italians were at work on 
the buikheads. There seemed to be little or no in- 
terruption at the Hon. John H. Starin’s piers, Nos. 
18 and 19. Thirty men were at work at the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad's local freight house at Pier No. 
16, and a good amount of business was being done. 
Superintendent Potter, in charge of the houses 
of the Central Railroad of New-Jersey, at 
Piers Nos. 12, 13, and 14, said that he 
had 115 men at work, and there was not a green 
hand among them. Ninety-four cars were loaded 
ard 80 unloaded yesterday. The men were paid 
17% cents, the Superintendent said, and there 
were enough of them to do the work. A great 
deal of freight was carried that belonged to other 
roads. The company provided dinner for the men. 
The doors of the freight-house of the Southern 
Railroad of New-Jersey, at Pier{No. 8, were opened 
yesterday, and 40 men, secured in New-Jersey, 

gan loading and unloading freight. The com- 
pany agreed to pay the men 17} cents an hour. 

Sixty-five men, mostly Germans, were at work at 
the Pennsylvania Railroad’s piers, Nos. 4 and 5. 
No freight was received but much was discharged. 
Roast beef, corned beef, potatoes, bread, and cof- 
fee were supplied ‘to the half-famished men 
by the company, and they ate § raven- 
ously. The Lehigh Valley Railroad's freight 
nouse at Pier No. 2 was opened: yes- 
terday and 12 Hungarians endeavored to 
jo the work, but they could not accomplish much. 
The company invited merchants to come and get 
their goods, but no freight was solicited, although 
the company tried to handle what came. Eighty 

een hands were employed at the Pennsylvania 

oad's pier, No. 1, Small quantities of freight were 
received at the shippers’ risk, and the merchants 
were asked to handle their own goods as far 
as possible. Three 
New-York Centrai’s piers, Nos. 4 and 5

The 
Merchants and Miners’ Trans tion Line .is 
taking all the Western-bound freight which it can’ 
get at Pier No. 49 East River. This is the only out- 
side transportation line between New-York and 
Baltimore. The owners of the line are nearly all 
stockholders of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, 
to qhich road the treight transferred at 
Baltimore. The freight is handled by ‘long- 
shoremen, who receive 380 cents per hour. 
There are also one or_ two lines 
running between New-York and Baltimore 
which are taking some of the locked out freight. 
Some additional freight is going to Philadelphia by 
Clyde’s Steam-ship Line, but this 1% composed 
chiefly of perishable goods. This line pays its 
freight handlers 20 cents perhour. ‘The strikers 
visited the latter and tried to induce them to go 
out early im the strike, but they were satisfied with 
their employers and refused to strike. The whole- 
sale fish-dealers have not been greatly annoyed by 
the strike, although they ship a great deal of per- 
ishable stuff to the West. Most of the fish has 
been sent by express, and has thus escaped the de- 
lay to which ordinary freight has been subjected. 

A meeting of the strikers was held at Barrigan’s 
Hall, Hudson and Desbrosses streets, last night, at 
which a central body, the Freight Handlers’ Pro- 
tective Union, was formed, and the following of- 
ficers were elected: President—James Cooney, of 
the Pennsylvania Rallroad, Pier No. 39 North Riv- 
er; Vice-President—Patrick McMahon, of the Erie 
Railway, Piers Nos, 20 and 21 North River; Sevre- 
tary—William J. Keenan, of the New-Jersey Cen- 
tral Railroad, Piers Nos. 12, 18, and 14 North River; 
Treasurer—Cornelius O’Connell, of the Star Union, 
Pier No. 388 North River; Sergeant-at-Arms— 
Michael Tracey, of the St. John’s Park house. A 
vote of thanks was tendered to the Mayor, the 
Common Council, and the Police. It was resolved 
that three delegates from each plier should meet 
to-day to decide about forming branch untons or 
societies. The meeting adjourned until next 
Wednesday evening. : 

A striker said yesterday that a good many of the 
men had gone to work at the large shipping-houses. 
There was hardly a man among them but who 
could read and write. The men were sober and 
willing to work and the ehippers were glad to get 
them. Tne men who were perhaps needed most 
at the places where they were employed, except 
in one case, were best prepared to stand out, All 
of the men who worked on the New-Jersey Central 
piers had $30 each coming to them from the com- 

any, and the New-York Central men had $34. 

any of the men, it was true, did not possess any 
money to speak of, and they doubtless would be 
obliged to go back to keep body and soul togetker, 
but a good share of the men could stick it out. A 
striker with a wife and two babies said his rent 
had been raised $2 a month. 

Superintendent E. $. Bowen. of the Erie Rail- 
way, said that the wages would not be advanced, 
and all the men that were needed could be ob- 
tained. The reply of the railroads to the mer- 
chants who demanded that they should make 
terms with the strikers was that all the freight 
sent from this time on would be received and trans- 
ported. The worst was over and things would be 
moving regularly in ashort time. When the dis- 
turbanee occurred in Jersey City yesterday a dis- 
patch was sent from the Erie office to request the 
Governor to call out the troops if necessary. 

A great many merchantsand shippers yesterday 
sent their own men to the houses to load and un: 
load cars in order to secure something like prompt 
transportation of their goods. Cartmen turned in 
and in a body unloaded trucks and helped the 
meagre forces of the railroad companies in more 
than one instance in order to get away them- 
selves. Frank McCarren, a dealer in vegetables 
in Washington Market, said that he lost a 
great deal by thexinability to make shipments, 
and he blamed the railroad companies for not 
granting the advance asked by themen. John 
—t a dealer in fish, shipped largely by express, 
but his shipments by the freight lines were large, 
and he had suffered by the strike. A member of 
the firm of Hill Brothers, dealers in fruits, at Park- 
place and Greenwich-street, said five of the firm's 
trucks had been out aljl the night before and four 
of them since 6 o’clock the previous morning. 
Fruit spoiled quickly at this season, and the firm 
lost very heavily by the strike. It had sent its own 
men te the houses to load and unload, and had 
rather do that than have its shipments refused. 
Twenty cents was not toomuch. Mr. James Mc- 
Vickar, of FE. S. Jaffray & Co., jobbers of dry 
goods, said it was outrageous that business men 
should be made to suffer to save a few dollars for 
the railroads. 

A committee appointed by the switchmen em- 
ployedir the Thirtieth and Sixty-fifth street yards 
of the New-York Central Railroad, who, on Thurs- 
day, asked foran advance of $5 a month in their 
wages, was to have met Freight Superintendent 
Haskell yesterday, but he did not appear. He sent 
word, however, that he would meet the committee 
to-day at 12 o’clock. If he does not accede to the 
demand the men say they willstrike. The Penn- 
sylvania and Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Railroads have increased the pay of their freight 
brakemen $4 a month. 

A petition was circulated at the Produce Exchange 
yesterday,and received many signatures,asking that 
the railroad companies accede to the demands of 
the striking freight handlers. The petition set forth 
that these demands were just and reasonable in 
view of the marked advance in the cost of living, 
and it was asserted that the railroad compunies, in 
prolonging a strike, were responsible for injury to 
the business interests of the City. 

The Board of Trade and ‘Transportation will hold 
a special meeting to-day to consider matters of in- 
terest tothe business men of the City in connec- 
tion with the strike. The meeting will be largely 
attended, In regard to the advance in freight 
rates, the call for the meeting says it ** promises to 
have a depressing effect upon the whole Fall trade 
of this City, and it seems to be the general opinion 
that an earnest protest should be made against 
such aradicai and arbitrary advance in rates on 
West-bound freight, for which there seems to be 
no good reason at this time.” 
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RIOTOUS WORK IN JERSEY CITY. 

At the freight vards of the various railroads 
in Jersey City yesterday no freight was being han- 
dled. The strikers kept away in the morning, so 
that a few handlers smuggled into the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad yards were able te prosecute their 


work unmolested. In the afternoon, however, the 
aspect of affairs became threatening. The Erie 
Railroad freight men, reinforced by strikers from 
other lines, gathered in the yards at and around 
Pavonia ferry, and some were very menacing in 
tneir attitudes. Finally, they began to march up and 
down the railroad track and drove away every 
truckman who appeared with a load of goods. 
Finally they compelled every man whom they met 
in the service of the rallroads—switchmen, track- 
men, brakemen, even engineers—to join them, vio- 
lence being the alternative of refusal. Superin- 
tendent E. O. Hill called upon Acting Mayor Fir- 
man for protection. All the available Police of the 
city were summoned, and, with Chief Murphy, 
went to the railroaa yards to preserve peace. 
Meanwhile the strikers, having impressed all the 
Erie men into the line, went to the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad yards 
and compelled those at work there to quit work. 

Last evening the strikers marched in a body to 
the freight yard of the New-York, Lake Erie and 
Western Railroad Company and, after a few min- 
utes’ conversation with the switchmen and brake- 
men of the freight trains, induced them to quit 
work. The strikers gave notice to a well-known 
sugar refining company in Jersey Orr. whieh had 
received at its docks, foot of Washington-street, 
a float full of freight cars to be loaded with sugar, 
that it would be a perilous undertaking to try to 
put the sugar in the cars. 
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A BROOKLYN POLITICIAN’S SCHEME 


———_—_—_ 
HOW JACOB WORTH TRIES TO RETAIN CON- 
TROL IN HIS WARD. 


On Wednesday of last week a primary or- 
dered by the Repubilean General Committee of 
Kings County, was held in the Sixteenth Ward, 
Brooklyn, to eleet officers of the ward association, 
and three delegates to the General Committee. 
The primary was held under the new law making 
illegai voting at a primary election in Kings Coun- 
ty punishable with the same penalty provided for 
illegal voting ata general election. The factions 
inthe ward were headed respectively by Jacob 
Worth on one side, and Judge Naeher and ex- 
Assemblyman George Wren on the other. Worth, 
for several years, had controlled the po- 


liteal machinery of the ward, and it 
has been openly charged that he was 
enabled to do so by reason of the fact that, being 
friendly to the Democratic ring, he had always at 
his beck hundreds of Democratic roughs, who were 
ready to vote whenever Worth required ‘then, on 
names kept on the roll-books of the ward assocta- 
tion for that pepeane. At the primary last week 
the Worth ticket was declared elected by two 
votes, but five men had been arrested and are now 
awaiting trial on a charge of illegal voting. It is 
claimed that some of these men and about 25 
others, against whom evidence is being prepared, 


‘were actually enrolled as Democrats on the books 


of the Democratic ward association. Should the 
allegations of the anti-Worth men be substantiated 
a new primary would undoubtedly be ordered by 
the Republican General Committee. 
Worth openly opposed the election of Mayor 
Low and boldly took sides with the Democratic 
ring last November, and in consequence earned 
the bitter hostility of decent men of all shades of 
political opinion in the county. Politically he ts 
on his last legs, and should he be defeated in the 
present effort he is making to control the Seventh 
Assembly District for use at the coming State Con- 
vention, it is not likely that he would ever be 
heard of again as a factor in the politics of Kings 
County. He is known, however,as a man of many 
devices, and his latest scheme, made public 
yesterday, is to begin legal proceedings against 
Judge Naeher and Mr. Wren for conspir- 
‘aey and for intimidating voters at the primary, 
He charges that the gentlemen referred to caused 
the names of his supporters to be placed on the 
“roll-book of the Democratic ward association in 
‘order to prosecute them under the new law for 
‘voting at the Republican primary. Worth has 
engaged the : srviees of a McLaughlin Democratic 
Jawyer, who was buried uoder a majority of about 
10,C00 votes when ne ran for District Attorney 
‘eighteen months ago. The case, it 1s said, will be 
brought into court next Wednesday. Messrs. 
- Naeber and Wren indignantly deny the charges, and 
it is not unlikely that a suit for slander may grow 
. out of the case. Worth’s charge of conspiracy is 
looked upon as a bold game of bluff, which he 
hopes may help him when the seats of his delegates

MINT: PATTERN. PIECES, : PRESIDENTIAL: AND: 
be -POLITICAL MEDALS:AND TOKENS, 
The auction of; the numismatical collection; 
-of the late Charles L Bushnell, which was begun on: 
Tuesday, at the rooms of Messrs Bangs & Co., was 
eontinued yesterday, the sales of the day amount- 
ing to $1,649. The first offering was a set of the 
early patterns of the United States Mint, the only 
complete series which have ever been sold. Some 
of these brought very high prices. A copper cent 
of 1792, of which there is only one other specimen 


extant, which is in the United States Mint, was 
sold to Mr. L. G. Parmlee, of Boston, for $300. It 
bas a head of liberty upon its obverse, and upon 
the reverse an eagle standing upon a section of a 
globe. The specimen in the Mint has been cleaned 
with acid, and consequentiy this is the finest ex- 
tant, Another rare cent of the same date, of 
which only three are known, was also sold to Mr. 
Parmlee for $290. Its obverse is the same as the 
other, but the device of the reverse is two laurel 
branches tied by a ribbon around the words, “one 
cent,”’ and the edge is lettered, ‘To be esteemed 
be useful.” Mr.'Parmlee also’purcnased, for $120, 
a third cent of the same date, known as the “silver 
centre.”’ Its obverse bears, besides the head of 
Liberty, the words, “Liberty, Parent of Science 
and Indust.” A silver plug was inserted in the 
copper of this coin before the cent was struck, the 
idea being to give the piece its face value in metal, 
The Chapmans purchased two of this series. An 
extremely rare copper dime of 1792 for $12 25 and 
atrial impression of the unique 1792 cent, which 
Was purchased by Mr. Parmlee for $30. The re- 
maining piece of this series, a very fine and rare 
silver half-dime of 1792, was bid in by Mr. Edward 
Frossart for $22 50. Several other pattern®pieces, 
from 1800 to 1856, were sold at prices ranging from 
a few cents to $11. The latter price was paid fora 
—— bronze ten-dollar piece of 1852, 

A large collection of medals of the Presidents 
and of Presidential candidates were sold for satis- 
factory prices.: A silver medal bearing a half-length 
bust of Thomas Jefferson, dated 1801, which was 
struck by Jacob Releh, was bought by the Chap- 
mans for $26. The device of the reverse is a beau- 
tiful figure of Liberty holding a staff inthe right 
hand and in the left aseroll inscribed ‘* Declar, 
Independence.” It rests upon a rock Inscribed 
“Constitution,” and an eagle is flying toward her 
bearing an olive braneh, with the words “ Under 
his‘wing is protection.” This medal brought $30 at 
the Mickley sale. A medal of James Madison 
brought $6 75; one of John Quincy Adams was 
sold for $17, and another for $6 A medal of 
fHenry Clay was purchased by the Chapmans for 
$14 25, and another by Mr. Cogan, of Brooklyn, for 
$16. Medals of Van Buren, Taylor, and Lincoln 
brought, respectively, $750, $6, and $11. The 
others of this series brought all prices down to 15 
cents for a little bronze medal, which bore the 
benevolent features of Mr. Samuel J. Tilden upon 
its obverse, and upon its reverse the words: 
“Democratic Party died of Tildenopathy, 1876." 
A number of political medals and award medals of 
the different States brought small prices. The 
hard times tokens of 1831-41 were sold at prices 
ranging from $40 down to a few cents. The former 
price was paid for a unique silver quarter-dollar 
of 1887 by the Chapmans. Two similar pieces 
brought $39 and $38. respectively. The colontal 
and Continental paper currency, which includes 
the States of Connecticut, Massachusetts, New- 
Hampshire, New-Jersey, New-York, North Caro- 
lina, Rhode Island, South Carolina, and Georgia, 
brought prices ranging down from $4. The sale 
to-day will commence with Mr. Bushnell’s speci- 
mens of the gold coinage of the United States, and 
a number of coin eatalogues and Mr. Bushnell’'s 
roe will be disposed of.

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NOT SO EASILY SWINDLED. 
AN UNFORTUNATE BANCO-STEERER’S AT: 
TEMPT TO DEFRAUD A TEXAS PHYSICIAN, 


Dr. Henry C. Ghent, a prominent physician 
of Belton, Texas, anda member of the Legislature 
of that State, came to this City afew days ago on 
business. Yesterday morning he left the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel fora strollup Broadway. He was 
accosted by a well-dressed youmg man, who ad- 
dressed him familiarly as ‘‘ Doetor,”’ and inquired 
after friends of the Doctor resident in Texas. The 
Doctor expressed his surprise, but finally became 
convinced of the truth of his new-found friend's 


representations, and at his suggestion they turned 
and strelled down Broadway. ‘The Doctor said 
that he was desirous of purchasing medical works, 
and his friend said that he would guide him to a 
place where they could be parchased cheap. When 
the Doctor said he was also desirous of a copy of 
Longfeliow’s poems, the young man said that he 
had two elegantly bound copies that he had won 
at a church fair, and he would make him a present 
of one. This munificent offer completely captured 
the Doctor, and he accompanied the young man 
to a house, the situation of which the Doctor 
could not exactly remember, but which he believes 
was in Wooster-street, near Broome, where the 
books were in charge of a friend. When they 
arrived at the house the friend expressed his great 
sorrow, as he had just sent the books to the home 
of the owner by express. 

Then the game was unmasked. A “ banco 
lay out’? was produced and the “friend” pro- 
ceeded to explain the game to the *‘ steerer” and 
his victim, and endeayored to get the Doctor to 
bet, but he declined. The “‘ steerer’ expressed a 
desire to try his luck, and finally induced Dr. 
Ghent to stake $40 for him. He won, and then he 
asked the Doctor to stake $40 more, in which case 
be would win $180, but the Doctor, who had begun 
to see through the game, refused. The “ dealer’ 
held on to the money as stakes, and Dr. 
Ghent and his friend left the house. The 
Doctor, made suspicious by the stecrer’s at- 
tempts .to gét rid of him, accused him 
of being in the game to defraud him and made a 
demand for his money. ‘lhe ‘steerer,’ ala:med at 
Dr. Ghent’s loud talk, gave him $10, and promised 
to refund the remainder the next day, but the Doc- 
tor would not rest content with this promise. The 
“steerer” bade him “Good day” and walked 
away. Dr. Ghent followed him 5 closely, and the 
swindler took to his heels. The Doctor followed, 
shouting ‘Stop thief!’ and Patrolman O'Donnell, 
of the Kighth Precinct, arrested him. When ar- 
raignea before Justice Ford, at the Jefferson Mar- 
ket Police Court, he gave his hame as Frank Ham- 
mond, and demanded an examination, which was 
set down for to-day. In the meantime the Police 
are endeavoring to discover the house where the

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AID NEEDED FOR HEBREW REFUGEES. 

State-street, in front of No, 15, where the 
Hebrew Emigrant Aid Society has its head-quar- 
ters, was thronged as usual yesterday by Hebrew 
refugees who have fled from Russia to this country 
in search of freedom and work. The Aid Society 
has its bands full, and, notwithstanding the tem- 
porary assistance afforded it by the Castle Garden 
authorities and the liberal donations in funds given 


by wealthy Hebrews and other friends of the 
cause, the society finds itself unable to provide fit- 
ting accommodations for more than 500 of the 
8,000 men, women, and children who are looking to 
it for aid. The other 2,500 are obliged to find such 
shelter as they can. Mr. Jacop' H. Sehiff, of the 
firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., has given $10,000 to the 
society to be appropriated to building a temporary 
place of shelter for the refugees, and the firm 
to which he belongs has added $5,000 more. 
Jesse Seligman has also contributed $5,000, but 
pt apn these large contributions the so- 
ciety is greatly in need of money, and its work 
cannot be carried on unless the example set b 

Messrs. Schiff and Seligman is extensively fol- 
lowed. Mr. Kursheedt, the Secretary of the soci- 
ety, has received a letter from the manager of the 
Colorado colony at Cotopaxi, in which it is stated 
that the refugees there are doing well, and have 
good prospects of abundant harvests from their 
farms. The Vineland experiment is still too young 
to judge of its ultimate success, but the managers 
mt very hopeful that the refugees planted in that 
place will do well. Rabbi Levy, of Charleston, S. 
C., visited the rooms of the society yesterday, and 
reported that the refugees were unfitto do the 
hard work on the Southern plantations side by side 
with the negro. He thinks they can be made self- 
supporting only as colonists on small vegetable 
farms. Eleven of the 30 refugees whom the Rabbi 
one placed in the South returned to this City with

PREVENTING OIL EXPLOSIONS. 


THE STATE BOARD OF HEALTH AND THE OIL. 


LAW RECENTLY PASSED. 


Measures have already been taken to carry 
into effect the law recently passed by the Legisla- 
ture and signed by the Governor entitled “An act 
to regulate the standard of illuminating oil and 
fluids for the better protection of life, health, and 
property.” The law provides that no person shall 
sell for illuminating or heating purposes in lamps 
.or stoves within this State, oil or burning fluid 
which shall emit an inflammable vapor which will 


flash at a temperature below 100° Fahrenheit. That 
no ollor burning fluid which will ignite at atem- 
perature below 300° Fahrenheit shall be burned in 
any lamp, or carried as freight in any passenger or 
baggage car, or passenger boat moved by steam 
power inthis State, or in any stage or street car 
drawn by horses. Exceptions as regarecs the 
transportation of coal-oil, petroleum, and ita prod- 
ucts are made when the same is securely packed in 
barrels or metallic packages, and permission is 
hereby granted for its carriage in passenger boats 
moved by steam power when there are no other 
public means of transportation. Any violation of 
this act shall be deemed a misdemeanor and sub- 
ject the offending party or parties to a penalty not 
exceeding $300 or imprisonment not exceeding six 
months, at the discretion of the court. It 
is made the duty of the State Board of 
Health to adopt measures necessary. to 
facilitate the enforcement of this law. 
Naphtha and other light products of petroleum 
which will not stand the flash test required by this 
act may be used for illuminating or heating paur- 
poses only; in street lamps or open air receptacles 
ppart from any building, factory, or inhabited 

ouse: in dwellings, factories, or other places ‘of 
business when vaporized in secure tanks or metal- 
No generators made for that purpose in which the 
vapor so generated is used for lighting or heating; 
for use in the manufacture of illuminating gas in 
gas manufactories, situated apart from dwellings 
and other buildings, 

The State Board of Health has appropriated 
$4,000 to defray the expenses of the special ana- 
ag who were recently appointed to test the oils 
that are put on the market forsale. The board in- 
tends to enforce the law strictly, and to see that 
its violators shall be punished. The details re- 
porn the form of spenrees for testing these 
lluminating oils, &c., have been referred to the 
Sub-Committee of Analysts to Prevent the Adul- 
teration of Food and Drugs. This committee, 
which is composed of Prof. Chandler, as Chair- 
man, and of Dr. Fred Hoffmann, Dr. E. G. Love, 
William G. Tucker, and Prof. 8. A. Lattimore, at a 
recent meeting discussed the best form of appar- 
atus for testing illuminating oils, and a report will 
be made to the board at its next meeting, on Aug. 


9, at Saratoga.

A SHERIFF IN CONTEMPT. 
THE RESPECTIVE POWERS OF THE SHERIFF 
AND THE COURT IN DISPUTE. 

A somewhat unusual case has come to an 
issue im the Passaic County Courts at Paterson, N. 
J. Some time ago Constable Smalley, of Little 
Falls, represented to Judge Woodruff that Sheriff 
Cox refused to summon him for attendance at 
court for political reasons, it being alleged that 
Smalley opposed the Sheriff’s election. Sheriff 
Cox is a Republican and Judge Woodruff is a Dem- 
ocrat. 
Constable Smalley, whereupon the Sheriff refused, 


claiming that the law gave him exclusive jurisdic- 
tion over the seleetion of Constables to attend 
court. Judge Woodruff then ordered Constable 
Smalley to attend himself, but when the time was 
up the Sheriff refused to ay him. Two 
weeks ago the Judge issued an order for 
the Sheriff to show cause why he should 
not be attached for contempt in peremp- 
torlly refusing to obey the mandate of the court. 
This was argued a week ago yesterday, and the 
Judge reserved decision until yesterday, when it 
was announced. Judge Woodruff's decision was 
very long, and replete with authoritative citations 
to prove his ground. He concladed by stating that 
there was no doubt of the Sheriff's act being a 
clear case of contempt of court in refusing to obey 
the Judge's order because the name of a constable 
appeared to which the Sheriff objected. The judg- 
ment of the court was that Sheriff Cox be attached 
for contempt, and the County Clerk was directed 
to prepare the proper papers in the case and pre- 
sent them on July 14. Onthat date it will be an- 
nounced what is tu be done with the Sheriff. 
Sheriff Cox is not in the least frightened and is 
acting in accordance with the advice of ex-Judge 
Barkalow, one of the best judicial minds in the 
State. who claims that the Sheriff has exclusive 
jurisdiction over the matter and that Judge Wood- 
ruff is overstepping his authority. Hedoes not co- 
incide with Judge Woodruff’s opinion that the 
court is supreme in its sphere because it represents 
the State. The Sheriff proposes to carry the mat- 
ter to the Supreme Court to test the question, al- 
thongh there is some deubt as te the right to =< 
peal. It is stated that the case is entirely with- 
out precedent in this country.
